GENERAL FORGET INTERVIEWED ON FATAC'S DETERRENT POWER 
Paris LE FIGARO in French 20 Feb 51 p 5 


[Interview with General Forget, commanding officer of FATAC [Tactical Air Forces], 
by Pierre Darcourt: "The Tactical Air Forces: an Element of Deterrence"; at Luxeuil, 
France, date of interview not given] 


[Text! What is the status of the tactical air force, and what conventional and 
nuclear weapons does it have today’ 


These are the questions answered by General Forget, the commanding officer of this 
large unit, who is receiving a visit from Defense Minister Robert Galley in Luxeui!l 
today. FATAC is the spearhead of French combat aviation and has 3/4 of the Air 
Force's planes. It has a very great variety of missions, because if there is a 
conflict in Europe the high command plans for FATAC to provide air defense support. 


[Question] General, can you tell us about FATAC's bases, organization and means of 
attack and defense’ 


[Answer] FATAC has 330 combat planes and 14 air bases, 12 of which are in the Ist 
Region and in squadrons outside the Region, one at Istres and another at Bordeaux. 

My concern is to make this force a coherent, operational unit in the shortest possible 
time. The experience of the Yom Kippur war shows that the tools of combat--planes, 
munitions, logistics, personne! and command systems--must be carefully protected 

from any kind of land or air attack. 


in a determined cffort begun five vears ago, we have made enormous progress. 
Ground protection is provided by commando squads cspecially trained and equipped 

for the particular types of combat that might take place on and around a base. 

They are equipped «ith rapid means of intervention: vehicles armed with cannon 

and machine guns, assault rifles and light radios. Permanent defense relies on 
modern alert systems; radar, cameras, electified fences, dog patrols, and night-sight 


equipment. 


We have a two-level defense against air attack: active and passive. The complementary 
active means of defense are deployed by a coordination unit located at the very 

center of the command post. This implies constant suveillance based on close co- 
operation between the various forward radar warning systems and reconnaissance planes. 
On a closer perimeter, there are Crotale ground to air rockets, 20-mm double-barreled 
automatic cannon and many heavy machine-gun emplacements. 














Strike Force 


[Question] What do you mean by passive means’ 


[Answer] The “hardening” of bases and the "spreading" of planes in individual 
concrete hangars equipped with doors armored to proteet against blast effects; 
merions to protect all communications command posts and vital installations; and 
dispersal of equipment to prepared emergency sites, The installations are camou- 
flaged with special paint designs, trees and netting. The personnel have sunken 
Shelters. But what | want to emphasize is that FATAC planes are not nailed down 
at their bases in the Northeast, FATAC units are multipurpose, They can move 
and be deployed at very great distances, as they already have been in Chad, Mauri- 
tania and Sub-Saharan Africa. FATAC is also first and foremost an attack force 
for quick, sudden, massive action based on quick intervention, mass and firepower. 
It is the strike force capable of decisively altering a situation « it is used 
wisely where and when necessary. That is true for conventional combat and even 
more so for nuclear war. 


[Question] Can you give us details about FATAC's fighting strength? 


[Answer] In a war, the air force is immediately involved; thus, FATAC has to be 
ready to fight at any moment with a maximum effective effort by shoitening reac- 
tion time and improving the coordination of operations with all army systems. 


Our tactical nuclear force is five squadrons, but all our planes can take part 

in conventional combat. To get an idea of their destructive power, a Jaguar has 

a greater bomb-load capacity than a WW Ii Fiying Fortress. Twelve Jaguars or 12 
Mirage SF's with rockets have an instantancous [fire capacity equal to 3 artillery 
regiments of heavy 155's firing for more than 5 minutes. More accurate and des- 
tructive weapons will soon be deployed: runway bombs, smart bombs and fragmentation 
weapons usableon all sorts of concentrations (armor, personnel, vehicies 

and airplane parks). Electronic warfare potential is improving. Also on the 
whole gam ' our selective or mass, nuclear or conventional missions we are 
increasing stand-off fire practice. 


There is only one way to decrease the vulnerability of our materiel, and that 
logistical mobility (supply, quick reaction by mechanics, and armaments). I 1 ain 
our personnel to follow instructions by reflex action. Our bases act as "land- 
based aircraft carriers" to "launch" as fast as possible the greatest number of 
armed planes and to resupply them more and more quickly after each rotation. A 
doctrine of use, even a very elaborate one, is useful only if it can be put into 
immediate effect.

FIRST ALRBORNE NUCLEAR MISSILE MODEL PRESENTED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 22-235 Feb 81 p 6 


[Article: "The Model of the First French Airborne Nuclear Missile is Presented to 
Mr Galley" 


|Text| At the Luxeuil air base on Friday 20 February, Defense Minister Robert Galley 
arranged a demonstration of a series of new pieces of equipment for the French Air 
Force, among them the medium-range air-ground missile (ASMP) that is to be put into 
use at the end of 1985. The base at Luxeuil, Haute-Saone has 30 Mirage II1-f's 
capable of dropping 15-20 kiloton tactical atomic bombs and 8 Mirage IV strategic 
bombers, each armed with a 70-kiloton nuclear bomb. 


Two types of weapons, which have been in service for a few months, were first demon- 
strated for Mr Galley: the Belouga grenade-launching bomb, which carries 151 66-mm 
antitank or antipersonnel grenades, and the BAP-100 100-mm runway bomb armed with 

a demolition warhead (which can pierce 30 cm of concrete) or an antitank warhead 
(which can pierce as much as 60 cm of steel armor plate). 


This was the first time Mr Galley had been able to observe the full-scale model of 
the first French airborne nuclear missile, the ASMP, which will be mounted on the 
Mirage IV bomber, the low-altitude penetrator version of the Mirage 2000, and the 
Navy's Super-Etendard plane. 


The ASMP missile weighs less than a metric ton and is more than 5 meters long; it 5s 
powered by a kerosene ramjet that can impart a speed up to 3 times the speed of soi nd 
when cruising at various altitudes. An inertial guidance system controls accuracy 

on target. The 100-150 ton nuciear warhead can reach targets at a distance of 100 
kilometers, if the launch plane fires at low altitude, or 300 km from high altitude. 


The ASMP is intended to attack second-echelon targets on the battlefield: protected 
command posts, air bases, munitions depots, communications centers, and enemy reserve 
concentrations. 


According to the National Assembly's defense commission, the cost of a 100-missile 
ASMP weapons system is estimated at Fr 4 billion (including the nuclear warheads). 
Between 19°77 and 1980, the expenditures already made for this missile came to Fr 710 
million (in payment credits).

FRG COAL=--Representatives of the FRG Ruhrkohle AG on 9 February had talks with 
Trade Minister Staribacher in Vienna on expanding Ruhr coal deliveries to Austria, 
which at present amount to 500,000 tons annually. The annual Ruhr coal quotas 
are to be gradually increased to reach 1 million tons in 1985. In this context 
Trade Minister Staribacher stressed that these additional Ruhr coal supplies are 
not intended as a substitute for Polish coal deliveries but as additional sup- 
plies. No one doubts that Poland will fulfill its delivery commitments, the 
minister said, but there might be delivery delays for technical reasons, and it 
is better to be prepared for any contingency. The price of Ruhr coal is now

GAS OLL CONSUMPTION DROPS--The sale of gas ofl last year was reduced by 18.29 
percent compared with the year 1979. The sale amounted to over 252 million liters, 
which is about 61 million liters less than the year before. The sale of gasoline 
was on the other hand slightly more, or 119.431.083 liters and increased abouc 
1.680.170 liters or 1.43 percent. Olafur Johnson, a representative of the 
Skeljungur oil company, said in an interview with MORGUNBLADID that the cale of 
gasoline was similar to what had been expected, an overall increase but the sale 
from month to month differed, sometimes increased and sometimes decreased. It 
should be mentioned, however, that car imports increased slightly more between the 
years 1979 and 1980 or about 6.2 percent, a figure that only applies to passenger 
cars. Olafur said further that the sale of gasoline per each car in the country 
had been decreasing which could be traced to more fuel-efficient cars or decreased 
use. He also said the explanation of the greatly reduced sales of gas oil was that 
many trawlers had been converted to the use of black oil, and that houses using 
oil heating were rapidly declining. The reduction of oil sales for heating houses 
amounted to about 31 million liters, and about 24 million litere for the fishing 
ships.

ENERGY MINISTRY ISSUES OPTIMISTIC REPORT ON OLL EXPLORATION 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 14 Feb 81 p 5 
[Article by Svenn R. Helskog) 


[Text] The results of the first season's exploratory drillings are, on the whole, 
encouraging, and they furnish a good basis for further exploratory work. This is 
how the Petro] us ood Energy Department sums up its experience after the first 
season of dri! ng north of 62 degrees latitude. But the department is only 
looking at th c¢echnical aspect of the work. In addition, the economic results 

of the ofl comp. .ecs entry into the sector north of 62 degrees latitude should 
not be ignored. 


Actually, the economic significance for that part of the country could have been 
better if there had been enough time to drill more than three holes. But, as is 
known, the men on the rigs went on strike, in addition to the fact that work 
began later than had been anticipated. 





Few New Work Sites 


It is difficult to determine what each rig means economically. To be sure, only 

a few new work sites have been established. The report of the Petroleum and Energy 
Department on exploratory work in the waters off north and central Norway states 
that 7 million kroner have been invested in work on bases in Harstad, 14.1 

million on the Hammerfest base and 10.2 million on the Kristiansund base. 


Tn regard to the Tromso sector, the survey shows that about 500 people have been 
engaged in exploratory work. About 70 of these are stationed on land. About 230 
people have been involved in prospecting on the Halten bank, and of these about 
20 have been engaged in activities ashore. 


To be sure, chiefly specialists are recruited for the work in the North Sea, »'t 
to a degree local labor has been utilized. 


Better Than Expected 


At the same time the secondary impact has been better than expected. It is quite 
apparent that transportation companies, hotels, machine shops, businessmen, stores, 
local oil distributors, local airports and harbors have had a significant and 











welcome income from the petroleum activity. For example, the significance of 
the fact that Waretad and Hammerfest have reapectively had 64 and 65 ship 
arrivals in connection with the exploratory drilling can not be denied. Extra 
income from fees ia the result. 


We cannot ignore the fact that most of the freight has been transported to the 
bases by the ordinary means of communication. How @uch this means in monetary 
termes is not certain. 


But it ie known that Norbase A/S (Haratad-Hammerfeat) has had a turnover of 5.6 
million kroner. In addition, a number of the key items in connection with Norek 
liydro's work with the Wilhem Wilhemsen rig “Treasure Seeker" are known. 


Firet, Wilhemsen selected North Norway shipyards for inepection and repair work. 
The bills from the machine shops in Haretad and Sandnessjoen come to about 10 
million kroner including a lesser item for goode and services. 


In addition, a shipyard in Harstad rebuilt two supply vessels at a cost of abcut 
9 million kroner. The three operating firms have invested 39 million kroner .n 
Kristiansund and Hammerfest to insure operations. In this connection they hr ve 
hired fishing boats and other equipment. 


Hotel and Groceries 


liydro discloses that it has purchased catering services for about 1 million 
kroner in Haretad-Hammerfest. It is interesting to note in this regard that in 
connection with the stay of the “Treasure Seeker" at the shipyard in Sandnessjoen 
the hotel bill came to 200,000 kroner. A bill from a grocer comes to 174,000 
kroner. It is reasonable to presume that the operating companies had similar 
expenses during the stay of the rig at the shipyard in Harstad=--something which 
is not reflected in the accounts of the base company. An estimate from Hydro 
indicates that 1.7 million kroner were spent for local goods and services during 
the stay in Sandnessioen which lasted 3 weeks. 


Of course, these are minor items for an industry whose basic daily expenditures 
is a quarter of a million kroner; but ou figures concern only one of the three 
operators (excluding the expenditures of Norbase A/S which is common enterprise 
of Statoil and Hydro). Statoil's rig has not used shipyards in North Norway, 

but with that exception there is not much difference in the operating patterns 

of the two, nor is there any in connection with Sagas’ activity outside Kristian- 
sund. 


Slender Beginning 


What is involved is somewhat modest beginning, but it has, without doubt, contri- 
buted a bit of money to the economy north of 62 degrees latitude, and more will 
follow as operations gradually increase and the firms in the North acquire wider 
experience on which to base their operations. 

















A new and happy aspe. isa that both Statoil and Hydro ore now actively recruiting 
and training people from North Norway. The [itwa are cooperating in tratning 
personnel, An inatructional program has already been established, but a regular 
school will not start up until way into 1981, Le won't have any impact on 
employment until the turn of the year 1961/82. Hydro has also made agreements 
concerning the recruiting and training of personnel from the northern parte of 


the country. It iwll take place partly in Narvik and partly in Hvdro's school 
in Porsgruun.

URANIUM ORE, OLL POTENTIAL EXPLORED 
Ietanbul MILLI GAZETE in Turkish 12 Mar 81 pp i, 7 


(Text) It ie reported that the uranium deposits in the eastern Black Sea yield 
richer ore than those located on the Black Sea floor and that these beds are more 
economic from the standpoint of ore extraction and ease of processing. Moreover, 
according to the preliminary findings of petro-geology research conducted since 
1979, it has been stated that significant oil deposits may be found in the Sinop 
basin. 


Turkey's uranium, petroleum, and other valuable mineral resources were concentrated 
upon during the 35th Scientific and Technical Congress of the Turkish Geological 
Association, Which is conducting the work. 


Abdullah Gedik, an expert with the Mining Research Institute (MTA), said in a 
report entitled, “Common Deposits in the Black Sea and Uranium Research," that 

6.7 million tons of uranium are not present on the Black Sea floor as announced by 
foreign experts in 1977. 


Gedik stated that there has been very Little uranium identified on the sea floor 
near Turkish coasts but that this amount increases a bit in level areas of the 
sea bottom at depths of 2 thousand meters or more, where there is no current. 

He noted that according to the study's findings, it is possible that 2.2 million 
tons of uranium are present. 


Abdullah Gedik disclosed the preliminary findings of petro-geology surveys conduct- 
ed since 1979 by the MTA research teams in his report entitled, "Preliminary 
Findings On the Geology and Petroleum Resources of the Sinop Basin."

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TPAO PROSPECTS, OPERATIONS, PRODUCTION NOTED

[Text] “Entering 1982, Turkey will be very different from the beginning of 1981 as 
to oll," say TPAO [Turkish Petroleum Corporation) authorities, pointing out that 
the biggest problem is the lack of technical personnel. It was revealed also that 
oil was found in 17 of the 56 test bores made by the TPAO in the firet 8 monthe of 
1980. 


The authorities said that the TPAO had discussed no-risk partnerships with more 
than 16 foreign firms and was ready to work in partnership and made the following 
statement about TPAO activities: 


"We are ready to work in partnership with any foreign oil company for oil explor- 
ation provided out national interests are looked after and protected. We have dis- 
cussed oil exploration with 16 foreign companies. It is believed that some of the 
discussions will culminate in serious cooperation. The cooperation will have to do 
particularly with evaluation of available data and test well completion. Future 
foreign partners will sink one or several wells as agreed on the ‘no risk’ princi- 
ple. That is, if these wells are dry, the expenses will be paid by the foreign 
partner or partners. If ofl is found in the tests, TPAO's share of the expenses 
incurred in digging the wells and of later production development expenses will be 
paid with a specific percentage of the oil produced or the equivalent thereof. 


Incentives 


"If the necessary incentive measures are taken, the foreign oil companies will 
definitely come. Heading the list, for example, is clarification of payment of the 
state share, depreciation and tax status and taxation of the 35 percent of oil 
produced which recent decrees allow to be exported and of related earnings. More- 
over, it is imperative that the decrees issued in this regard in 1980 have the 
necessary clarifications made and be made into law from the standpoint of reassuring 


foreign companies. 


"On the other hand, as to technology and financing, cooperation is also necessary 
in the most advanced technology. Turkey's material and technical strength alone is 
not adequate for the activities conducted for the realization of all of Turkey's 
petroleum potential in the short term. O11 exploration requires a high level of 


li 

















foreign currency and technology. Doubtless, attending a 10-day course every } Lo 
5 yeare or having a foreign expert come here ‘or that period of time is not auf- 
ficient to keep up with this technology which is alwaye changing. To keep up with 
changing technology, that technology must be kept continuously in Turkey. Under 
Turkey's present technical and economic circumstances, this may be realized 
through serious foreign partnership an’ with the etrength of foreign financiny. 
The Large financing for the future will take care of itself after large quantities 
of oil are found, 


TPAO's Production 


"The TPAO ie producing 16,000 barrels per day. This production has been dropping 
steadily for several years because the fields are old. Efforte are being made to 
apply ‘second production methods’ to prevent this. By taking the proper measures, 
instead of the 4 million tons of oil at most which can be produced per field within 
20-25 years, almost 50 million tons can be produced, 


“Activities relating to new oil exploration are concentrated primarily in south- 
eastern Anatolia. Exploration efforts are also going forward respectively in 
Thrace, Adana and Tuz Golu. Very promising tests also continue in various loca- 
tions farther north. It is definitely believed at the TPAO that, entering 1982, 
Turkey will be very different from the beginning of 1981 as to oil. 


Biggest Problem 


“However, the lose of technical personnel, which is the TPAO's biggest problem, 
continues. If this keeps up, it will not only be impossible to achieve the above 
goals, but even to keep existing production at the same level. TPAO technical 
divisions are currently trying to work with a skeleton crew at the technical 
borderline. If technical crews drop below this borderline, they will not be able 
to accomplish anything. Putting a stop to this has become one of the most urgent 
problems which the TPAO, and therefore Turkey, must resolve." 





It was also pointed out that 17 of] welle were found as the result of 56 test bores 
made by TPAO in the first 8 months of 1980 from January through August. 


A report on the topic prepared by the Turkish Union of Chambers of Architects and 
Engineers’ Chamber of O11 Engineers points out that the TPAO is in a bind for 
trained technical personnel. It says that the reason for this problem is that for- 
eign companies which pay better wages than the TPAO are filling out their depleted 
crews with Turkish Petroleum and Mining Research Inetitute men. 


Shell's Work 


Shell Company of Turkey, Ltd, has been working in ofl exploration and production 
in the southeastern Anatolian region of Turkey since 1964 and is able to fill the 
capacity of ite own companies within Turkey with the ofl it produces. Its activ- 
ities, briefly, are: 


"Shell, which began activities in 1954 and still continues its exploration today, 
conducts ite exploration in the Diyarbakir region by itself and in the Adana area 
in partnership with the TPAO. 
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"Shell produces around 22,000 barrels per day of domestic crude and, in order to 
raise this, has obtained new exploration Licenses in Siverek District in Urta in 
addition to ite existing fields. te will begin testing in thie field this year." 


The company has not imported any oil into Turkey since 1967, fulfilling ite market 
need with goods obtained from its own local production and purchased from the state 
refineries. Shell's investment in oil exploration and production in 1980 was 

1.5 billion Turkieh liras, it was learned, a figure which it will raise to 2 bil- 
lion or 3 billion liras in 19861,

SOMA STATION UNPRODUCTIVE FOR LACK OF COAL 
Ietanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 11 Mar 81 p 5

[Text] Izmir -- It is a fact that the energy bottleneck is holding up all sectors 
in our country and primarily the industrial sector. In such a period, all eyes 
naturally turn to the Soma thermal power station which is reportedly to solve the 
problem and the first unit of which has been completed and made ready for produc- 
tion. However, to date, coal has not been delivered from the Isiklar Panosu 
region and the almost 500,000 tons of stocks waiting at the DENIS[ expansion 
unknown] site, which is in the area where the plant is to operate, and this has 
prompted certain questions. Moreover, it is stressed that this lack will prolong 
the trial runs at the unit and that it will be unable to start production at full 
capacity in June, as claimed by certain circles. 


The officials to whom we went for information on this point out that the power 
station has two units and say that each of them has a production capability of 
165,000 kilowatt hours. 





Latest Situation at Soma 


Technical authorities at Soma point out that the plant will go into operation using 
the 2,400-calorie Soma lignite and their views on the latest developments are sum- 
marized below: 


"As known, the plant was contracted in 1976 at 3.2 billion liras and construction 
was begun in 1977. However, costs increased because of exchange rate differences 
and today this figure has risen to more than 10 billion liras. The project is 
being carried out by a consortium consisting of the companies Skoda (Czechoslo- 
vakia), Metex (Finland) and Gama (Turkey). 


"As known, the station's first unit was recently completed and test runs have begun 
slowly. When it begins porducing at full capacity, 165,000 kilowatt hours of 
energy per hour will be going from Balikesir-Izmir into the domestic grid. Plans 
call for the second unit, at the same capability, to begin operation in 1981, 
doubling the power, and the work on this is going forward around the clock." 


The power station officials point out that the most important problems which have 
to be resolved are steady transport of coal from the surrounding sources and 
placing it in the 400,000-ton depots. They expressed the following views: 
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"It hardly seems possible under the present circumstances for the reports that the 
plant would start operating at full capacity in June to be borne out. This 
requires extensive Les ing procedures. However, we believe that the 500,000 tons 
of 2,400-calorie coal now waiting at the DENIS site will be delivered soon and that 
is aleo true for Ieiklar Panosu." 


Meanwhile, the circles concerned bring different approaches to the matter, saying: 


"TKI [Turkish Coal Works)'s efforts to transport the coal have been very slow and 
the timing has been completely thrown off... Because of the growing criticism in 
thie regard, TKI will most likely choose to move the thousands of tons of coal 
from the mines by truck and other means. The failure to have a stock of coal even 
though the plant's boilers will be ready in about 1 month is causing concern. The 
country's interests require resolution of this impasse as soon as possible, because 
the two units of the thermal power plant will largely reduce the power outages 
throughout the entire country when they come on line. We have no doubt that the 
competent authorities will give the matcer the importance it requires.’ 


Views of Union Authorities 


Meanwhile, Soma energy workers union President Orhan Saldiran expressed his views 
on the Soma power plant as follows, in summary: 


"Failure to bring the coal from the sources to the plant has in fact created prob- 
lems. The delay in this regard has brought the problem to thoroughly alarming 
proportions, because production has increased significantly with the improving 
weather conditions. However, the poor condition of the roads is a problem in 
itself for getting back and forth to the mines. We hope all the hold-ups will be 
eliminated as soon as possible." 


Soma Mine, Metal, Metal Works and Machine Industry Workers Union authorities also 
add the following: 





"he importance of the plant to the national economy is much greater than was 
xpected. We are watching developments closely. In our opinion, the coal trans- 
port problem will be resolved when access is brought to an adequate level.”

EAST TRADE DEFICIT--in 1980 Austria for the first time incurred a deficit in 
trade with East European countries--3.4 billion schillings, as against a 3 billion 
schillings surplus in 1979. However, this deficit is almost equivalent to the 
increase, in terms of value, of imports from the USSR, 3 billion schillings, 
which is due entirely to more expensive energy imports. Since the Austrian 
economy needed these quantities of fuel and power, they would have had to be 
imported in any case. Austria's exports to East European countries last year 
totaled 27.3 billion schillings, 2.3 percent more than in 1979, and imports from 
these countries were 30.7 bil .ion schillings, 29 percent more than a year ago.

MERCHANT MARINE PROBLEMS ANALYZED 
Athens O OIKONOMIKOS TAKHYDROMOS in Greek 26 Feb 81 p 43 
{Article by Nikos Simos] 


{Text} A small but encouraging decline was seen in 1980 in the number of merchant 
ships lost. Nevertheless, it appears that the insurers will be paying more than 
ever in indemnity claims. At the same time, it is noted that the cumulative 
consequences from a truly catastrophic 3-year period with respect to shipwrecks 
have not been assessed to their full extent yet--a fact which can alter the 
calculations made up to now. 


The assessments in question are those of the London association of underwriters 
which were formulated during the annual general meeting of this association's 
members. And as is known, the London association of underwriters, which has 
more than 110 companies as members (including also non-British companies) 
represents the great majority of the underwriting activities worldwide. 


According to data from this association, during 1980 about 1.8 million gross tons 
were lost, compared to 2.3 million tons in 1979. It should be noted that the 
data for 1979 reveal an increase in losses during this year of about 1 million 
tons compared to 1978. 


For the underwriters, 198° was a very difficult year. It began with a number 

of losses of gigantic VLCC [Very Large Crude Carrier] tankers, which would 

have made the losses in 1979 seem insignificant by comparison, had they continued 
throughout the 12-month period. 


In fact, during the first 10 months of 1980 the indications were that the very 
injurious year 1979 would be repeated. But towards the end of 1980 an 
unanticipated development was encountered. Large-scale losses noted a 
significant decline on the London market. 


The underwriters are worried about the continuously increasing military risks 

to which ships in the Persian Gulf are exposed because of the hostilities 
between Iraq and Iran. They are worried as well about the large volumes of 
cargoes which are being unloaded in this area before reaching their destination-- 
as well as about the large number of ships (72) which remain trapped in the 
Shatt-al-Arab area. 
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Aside from the flood of VLCC losses during 1980, there were also losses of 
certain rather large, modern vessels of the "roll on/rolleoff" type. These 
accidents have shown that under certain very bad weather conditions, the 
structure of these ships is susceptible to inflows of water, and in consequence 
the ships tend to be unstable. The underwriters believe that in the construction 
of these ships there is a great need for certain additional safety factore to 

be provided, which will ensure a better stability. Furthermore, they maintain 
that if the insurance rates are not increased to realistic levels--in line with 
the high frequency of serious maritime accidents and with the general inflation 
index--the ship insurance market is likely to contract substantially. Moreover, 
on the subject of the increased risks to which the insurers are exposed, it is 
being said characterist’ cally that it is possible for a cargo of crude petroleum 
valued at $200 million to be transported on a VLCC vessel which has an 

insurable value only 1/3 of this amount. 


The Foreign Press on Two Important Events 


Two importa t developments for Greek shipping have occupied the attention of 
foreign journalists, who thereby show the power of the repercussions on foreign 
countries of any event which derives from Greek transport activity or which 
affects this activity. These two developments relate, firstly, to the assignment 
of the responsibilities on transport in the EEC to the Greek representative, and 
secondly to the change in the leadership of the Union of Greek Shipowners (EEE). 


The authoritative periodical SEATRADE comments that although the EEC decision 

on assigning the responsibilities of commissioner of transport to G. Kondogeorgis 
was expected in Athens, nevertheless it wae welcomed very warmly both by the 
Greek government and by the Greek mercnant-marine community abroad. The 
shipowners of this community were viewing the appointment of Kondogeorgis not 
only as an acknowledgement of the fact that the fleet under the Greek flag 
represents more than 1/3 of the entire merchant marine of the expanded Community, 
but--more importantly--as a certain guarantee of the continuing commitment 

by the EEC to the principles of the free market, in contrast to the practice 

of the developing countries. 


More a technocrat than a political person, Kondogeorgis nas shown a "discerning 
understanding," according to SEATRADE, concerning the importance of the 
merchant marine for his country. It is believed that his experience in 
commercial matters both from negotiations and from his participation as a 
representative of Greece in organs of the OECD and UNCTAD will help him in 
showing himself to be very useful in Brussels. 


Meanwhile, the resignation of Andonios Khandris from the presidency of the EEE 
has led to the choosing of 47-year-old Aristomenis Karageorgis as successor-- 
a person who very skillfully promoted the interests of the Greek merchant 
marine internationally for 6 years, from the post of EEE president. With 
Piraeus as his business base, Karageorgis manages a fleet of tankers, cargo 
ships, and passenger ships, and his selection was supported whole-heartedly 

by the 30 members of the EEE's Executive Committee. 


He will retain the post of president until the end of 1981, thus completing what 
is left of the 3-year term of office of Khandris. After that, elections will 
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be he! ' for a new president, whose term of office will last up to the end 
of 1984, 


Aside from his business workload, also mentioned as one of the reasons for the 
resignation of Khandris was the death of his sister, Mimi Khandri. 


Foreign Seamen 


By its appeal to the Council of State, the Panhellenic Seamen's Federation (PNO) 
is seeking to overturn the winisterial decision giving shipowners the option of 
hiring foreigners as junior-level crew members, with their working conditions 
and pay to be agreed upon between the Greek shipowners' organizations and the 
foreign seamen's organizations or the governments of the countries from which 
the foreign crews will come. The PNO maintains that this decision is contrary 
to both the Constitution and the Code of Private Maritime Law. The federation 
decided on its appeal at its general council, which was convened for this 
purpose. At the same meeting, there was also talk about a strike by all the 
seamen in case the dialog with the shipowners--which it was decided would be 
continued--does not lead to a settlement of the dispute. 


In any case, the ministerial decision was characterized by the foreign press 
as a surprising move, coming as it did "5 days before the accession of Greece 
to the EEC." 


It is maintained by the shipewners' side that the federation of seamen is unjust 
in its attack on Minister of Merchant Marine I. Fikioris--because the basis 

for this attack is erroneous--"against his one-sided and antidemocratic" 
initiatives, on which the federation's opinion was not sought. At the same 
time, the shipowners argue that the seamen and their families will have major 
benefits from the revenue which will be generated by the shipowner's obligation 
to pay $30 for each foreign seaman hired. From these contributions, insists 
the EEE, a sum on the order of $7-8 million per year will be collected. But 
this sum is rather exaggerated, because it means that around 200,000 foreign 
seamen would have to be "handled" by the Greek merchant marine annually! 

Unless in this way it reveals some sort of long-range intention to replace 

all the Greek seamen with foreigners. 


The Freight Market 


The year 1981 does not seem to be very encouraging for the tanker market, 

since the freight rates charged by tankers have seen a significant decline. 
Certain people attribute this drop to the after-effects of the Christmas 
holidays, believing that at least 2 months will be needed for the "recovery" 
of the anker freight market. According to other experts, this assessment 

is a bit optimistic, in that dramatic changes in the structure of freight 
rates do not seem likely when we are given the glut of capacity in the Gulf and 
the interruption of oil imports from Iran and Iraq. Furthermore, the capability 
of the Suez Canal to serve loaded tankers of up to 150,000 tons and ULCC [Ultra 
Large Crude Carrier] supertankers with ballast may aggravate the situation 
further in the Gulf, since the number of ships needed for transporting the same 
amount of petroleum will be reduced. 
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The oversupply of capacity is reflected in the number of ships which are being 


used worldwide as floating oi] storage tanks. 


In January, 74 ships with a 


total capacity of 17 million tons were being used as o11 storage vessels. 


Nevertheless, opportunities do exist for shipments away from Iran, with a 
“premium” of 10 units above the “worldscale” freight rate for the shipowner who 


undertakes to load up on Khark Island. 


These 10 units are equivalent to 


$500,000--a sum which for the shipowner makes up for the extra insurance rate 


for additional war risks insurance. 


With respect to dry cargoes, in 1981 the international movement of gra.ns will 
The Japanese have already placed 
orders within the United States for shipments in 19861, while last year the 
Chinese siqned an agreement with the United States for importing 6 to 9 million 
Moreover the Soviets, with two bad 
harvest seasons, are expected to purchase wheat from abroad in order to create 
stockpiles. Despite the desire of President Carter to continue the grain 
embargo against the USSR for another year, it is doubtful whether President

In any case, according to data from responsible British authorities, following 
a continuous decline shown by laid-up ship tonnage worldwide from December 1978 
to the end of 1979 and the fluctuations from January to August 1980, in the 
remaining months of 1980 this falling trend has continued. The magnitude and 
constancy of this laid-up capacity was relative to the kind of vessels (dry 


cargo and tanker ships).

Disineentives to the Influx of Merchant-marine Foreign Exchange 


The EEE blames bureaucratic procedures, which have created obstacles to the 
flow of marchant=marine foreign exchange, for ite inability to fully keep its 
promise to the president of the Republic with respect to a sensational increase 
in foreign exchange from the merchant marine. 


in ite communication to the Ministry of Merchant Marine, the BREE asserts that 
the above explanation is the conclusion it reached from a discussion which 

took place between shipowners and banking representatives (of Greek and foreign 
banks). 


From authorities on the inflow of foreign exchange, the following particulars 
have emerged: 


a. Refitting loans in foreign exchange: The commercial banks complain that 

the responsible committee of the Bank of Greece is slow in the issuing of the 
relevant decisions. Moreover, the same committee imposes on the commercial bank 
the condition that for each loan which it gives, it is to present also the 

loan agreement or other similar document ‘ r the loan which this bank raised 
abroad as a set-off against the loan it granted. This means that if a foreign 
bank in Piraeus has made loans to five shipowners of $200,000 each, it must 
raise abroad five corresponding loans (each separately of $200,000). The proper 
arrangement would be for this bank to be able to raise only one loan totaling 

$1 million. 


b. Refitting loans in drachmas: Despite the desire of the commercial banks to 
grant such loans, there is the difficulty caused by the general restriction on 
financing of the commercial banks. And this is because this general restriction 
is applicable also to financing of refitting projects. Consequntly, the 
financing of repair work should be withdrawn from general restrictions. 


c. Deposits in foreign exchange: The amounts which the shipping companies 
have deposited in foreign exchange have seen a significant increase, both as 
4 result of interest rates which are competitive with those obtained abroad, 
and because the commission charged by the banks is comparable to that of 
banks abroad. 


d. Accounts of seamen: These also have seen an increase, and if the existing 
institutional system is strengthened, this will attract even greater amounts 
of deposits in foreign exchange by Greek seamen.

UNLONS TO BE FORBIDDEN POLITICAL INVOLVEMENT

[Text] Ankara <= Among the changes being considered in the Unions Law no 274 are 
provisions revising union relations with political parties, it was learned. 


The changes related to the Unions Law expected to be submitted to open debate by 
TURK-IS [Turkish Confederation of Labor] union representatives, sociologists and 
experts before the working assembly convenes contain one prohibiting “union sup- 
port of political parties or encouragement of member support by adopting resolu- 
tions to that effect.” 


The draft introduces extensive clarification of the provisions in article 16 of 
the section of the present Unions Law dealing with forbidden political activities. 


General Boards and Union Dues 


Information obtained from TURK-IS circles indicates that the amendment draft pre- 
pared by the Labor Ministry and retaining the condition that “a simple majority of 
the full membership shall be sought to enable union general boards to operate," 
envisages “dissolution of the union in the event that the second meeting of a gen- 
ecal board which had been postponed for lack of a simple majority should be unable 
to proceed for the same reason.” 


The amendment under consideration for article 23 of the Unions Law allows provi- 
sions to be placed in collective agreements on payroll deduction of union dues. 


The condition in the amendment draft enabling labor and employer unions to join 
international organizations is specified in a single text without reference to the 
Articles of Charter. 


Relations with Political Parties 


The proposal relating to the amendment envisaged of article 16 under the "Forbid- 
den Activities Section" of the Unions Law no 274 is summarized below: 


"Unions established according to this law may not hold meetings or issue publi- 
cations in praise of any state, party, corporate entity, association or individual 
associated with such which are forbidden by law as to regime, doctrine or ideology 
or whose activities are unknown. 
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"They may not accept material aid from political parties or their affiliated organ- 
izations and may not give them material aid, be included within their organisation 
or form local affiliations of a party organization, 


"They may not support political parties or encourage their members to do so by 
adopting resolutions of support." 


Thies matter is also mentioned in the punitive regulations section of the amendment 
draft, envisaging the "seizure of aid monies and their use being turned over to the 
Labor Ministry should it be determined that monetary aid has been given to a polit- 
ical party by the unions or to the unions by a political party." 


The article of the amendment draft concerned with union dues proposes an amendment 
which may make collection of union dues a problem. The form given in article 23 
of the Law te: 


"If provisions related to the deduction of dues are placed in collective labor 
agreements, dues are deducted by the employer at the time of paying worker wages 
for payment to the union. 


"Regulations may not be placed in union bylaws or collective labor agreements for 
payment by members under any name other than membership and affiliation dues." 


However, this situation is attached to regulation in article 23, paragraph 2 of the 
law now in effect as follows: 


"...The employer...is obligated to deduct from wages the dues required to be paid 
to the union, to give the dues deducted to the union and to send the deduction list 
to the union.” 


Article 13 


Another amendment in article 13, which seeks the condition of a simple majority of 
the full membership for union general boards to be able to sit, envisages "invo- 
cation of the dissolution regulation for a union when a simple majority cannot be 
obtained at a second meeting after failure to obtain a simple majority at the first 
meeting.” 


Membership in International Organizations 


The draft envisages amendment of about 20 articles of the Unions Law no 274 and the 
addition of one provisional article and states as follows the principle for member- 
ship in international organizations of labor and employer unions: 


"Membership may be freely undertaken in international organizations which do not 
pursue activitie contrary to the form of administration of the Turkish state, to 
the characteristics of the national, democratic, secular and social state based on 
human rights or to the principles of the indivisibility of the state, that sov- 
ereignty resides in the Turkish nation and alteration of the fundamental social, 
economic, political and legal order of the state, and which do not take class 
struggle as their goal.” 


The amendment draft also reportedly includes regulations to reduce the number of 
union representatives at the workplace and to require membership in a single union.

PROSPECTS FOR MARITIME COMMERCE EXPLORED 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 26 Feb 81 p 2 
[Article by Captain Oktay Sonmez) 


[Text] The Maritime Bank, in accordance with the Cabotage Law, is responsible for 
passenger and freight transport between Turkish ports as well as a large part of 
masse transit in port cities such as Istanbul and Izmir, and ite work has been con- 
sidered an important public service for many years. 


The Maritime Bank's Maritime Transport Corporation fleet, formerly the Shipping 
Administration, was responsible, under the Maritime Bank, for international mari- 
time shipping and was later made a separate directorate general under special 

law 440, having become independently active in an area different from the Maritime 
Bank's. The fleet took its place in Turkey's foreign maritime commerce traffic. 


Today, with its 1.105 million DW* ton fleet, it is the most important commercial 
force on Turkish waters. The entire Turkish maritime commercial fleet has a DW 
tonnage of 2.173 million tons. 


In addition, it is a young, modern fleet, belonging entirely to the private sector, 
which operates for purely commercial purposes either in Turkey or entirely abroad. 
A generation -- which got its first experiences with modern maritime shipping as 
children in their fathers’ offices and on old ships, which has lived in the mari- 
time marketplaces of London and New York and which learned the business as young 
men in the centers where it was conducted — became skilled in the knowledge of 
authority and responsibility in all its dynamism, far from the deadhold of bureau- 
cracy and the diseases of politics, and has taken over direction of maritime com- 
merce in the private sector. This generation, whove average age does not exceed 
40, works at a level of management and commercial efficiency not below inter- 
national standards in a fierce climate of competition where a thousand and one con- 
flicte are bubbling at all times. 


At a time when the toughest economic problems are being experienced, the entire 
maritime commercial fleet has to play its own role, even if not that of liberator, 
with greater care than ever before and must at least be an element to bring relief 
in this fight.

New balances of interest are emerging in this sensitive region in which Turkey, 
too, is located. Ihe extent o!f it is that new technologies and new policies are 
being produced in the means and conduct of transportation. Turkish maritime com- 
merce may be able to benefit considerably from the new opportunities within reach 
in the region if measures are taken awiftiy. 


If Turkish bottoms carry only 15 percent of the shipping generated by the need to 
rebuild the railroads, factories and refineries, communications systems, ports and 
civilian and military facilities destroyed in the Iran-Iraq war, the freightage 
input in foreign exchange will make a sizeable contribution to the balance of for- 
eign payments. In this connection, the shipowners in the public and private sec- 
tor of the Turkish commercial fleet may be able to get new ships suitable for the 
movement of this freight without state support. In the healthy climate of foreign 
exchange accumulation created by freightage fees, it may be possible to put in 
place new ships having the technology to do the job to replace the ships which are 
outmoded for maritime commerce as to modern technology and are losing their pro- 
fitability. 


To Use the Advantage 


With grain acquiring equal economic value with oil, production is increasing. 
Cement production is ready and waiting for the construction of the Middle Eastern 
nations ravaged by war. The Turkish commercial fleet is the only one which can 
bring all these broken links together. 


The money which “oil” has built up in the Middle East in the past 10 years will now 
go to buy the technical materials needed to rebuild everything in the devastated 
nations from schools to hospitals, from railroads to factories. The Turkish fleet 
has the biggest advantage in this exchange of currency, if it is ready. 


The requirements for this are: 


--Throughout the transportation sector and maritime most of all, technical and 
skilled personnel must be used to advantage according to their expertise; manage- 
ment must definitely be oriented to commerce and productivity. 


--=<=Ports, terminals and other infrastructure must be readied, with short- and lorm- 
term measures, for the large flow of goods that will be directed to the Middle 
East. 


— The fleet must be equipped to handie the ports and conditions in the Middle East 
nations whose infrastructure has become even worse. All the financial and legal 
initiatives and efforts must be started quickly in order to add to the fleet multi- 
purpose container ships, modern Ro-Ro's, heavy lift ships able to deliver safely to 
unequipped terminals pieces of at least 500 tons each, economical and rapid "Liner 
Service” scheduled line ships, chemical tankers and LPG ships. The jobs involved 
in shipping must be given the prestige and advantages to prevent the personnel who 
will use these ships from being attracted to foreign bottoms. 
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— national maritime commerce policy must be defined to allow the best use of the 
existing Turkish fleet by the public and private sectors in partnership. 


The immediate future of maritime commerce depends on approaching the geopolitical 
advantage in the Middle East with a technopolitical understanding of commerce. Let 
us not allow this opportunity to pase.

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EMPLOYERS PUSH FOR CHANGE IN STRIKE LAW 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 7 Mar 81 pp 1,7 
[Article by Erbil Tusalp) 


[Text] Ankara — The Turkish Confederation of Employer Unions (TISK) has specified 
the changes it would like made in the Unions Law no 274 and the Collective Labor 
Agreement, Strike and Lockout Law no 275. 


According to information obtained, should the changes desired by TISK be made in 
law 275, it would be much more difficult for workers to go on strike and local 
administrators would be authorized to postpone strikes. Another change desired in 
this law introduces the “strong union" principle and proposes that "a union not be 
be authorized to conclude collective agreements unless it represents 40 percent or 
more of the insured workers employed in that branch of labor." 


An important change which TISK proposed be made in the Unions Law no 274 has to do 
with “unions' areas of activity." The proposal on this says: "Unions must be 
formed with the intention of being active throughout Turkey, and the basic founding 
principles and the matters to be contained in their charters must be set by law." 





The part concerning strike bans of the amendment proposals reported in the infor- 
mation obtained from TISK circles to have been submitted to the government is as 
follows: 


"Strike and lockout bans must be expanded. Strikes should not occur in the ser- 
vice sector such as the municipalities, the State Railways and Turkish Airlines, 
in the industrial and services sector where activities are conducted as a mono- 
poly, at the banks, at petroleum and energy-producing workplaces, in seasonal jobs 
such as sugar and fertilizer, in the tourism sector and at basic foodstuff- 
producing workplaces. 


"When a strike is planned, it should be possible for this strike to be postponed by 
local administration authorities or the ministers when it involves violation of 
public order, the public welfare and general economic well-being. The postponement 
should be made before the strike begins. 


"Collective labor agreements involving postponed strikes must have final approval 
by the Supreme Arbitration Board." 
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The TISK proposal also calle for a “new turmat," with the participation of repre- 
sentatives of the Supreme Arbitration Board and the Finance and Industry Minie- 
tries, and proposes “elimination of the conciliation rules system." 


The TISK proposal calle for the implementation of strike and lockout decisions 
within 60 days and contains provisions requiring that strikes be voted upon and 
submitted to a second vote 1 month after a strike begins upon the request of 30 
percent of the workers. The employers’ demands also include bringing new sanctions 
against lawless strikes and illegal union behavior. 


Also among the changes desired by TISK in Law 275 are provisions relating to the 
closing of small unions and the institution of strong unionism. Accordingly, 
unions which do not represent 40 percent or more of the insured workers employed in 
a branch of labor would not conclude collective labor agreements. 


Another important provision in the TISK proposals envisages “one collective agree- 

ment for establishments having one balance sheet and one general board, considering 
them as one workplace even if they have more than one workplace." TISK's amendment 
proposals as related to the Collective Labor Agreement, Strike and Lockout Law 

no 275 are as follows, in summary: 


--Collective labor agreements may not be concluded among individuals but must be 
a contract concluded only between labor unions and employer unions. 


--Each branch of labor must have no more than one employer union. 


--The single agreement principle must be accepted and the group agreement prefer- 
ably eliminated. 


--If a concluded collective labor agreement covers more than half of the branch of 
labor, it should be extended by the Council of Ministers. 


Union Activity in Workplace 
Changes which TISK desires be made in the Unions Law no 274 propose that "should 
union administrators be found to have taken positions on the executive boards of 


political parties, their union positions will be automatically terminated." 


The TISK proposal requests the prohibition of any union activities at the work- 
place and contains the following further proposals: 


--The payroll deduction system should be abolished and its acceptance by collective 
agreements prohibited. 


--Employers should pay dues to the employer unions. 

--Joining and resigning from unions should be done in the presence of a notary. 
--Union representation should be revised, there should be only one representative 
at each workplace, union representatives should be selected from among those with 


at least 3 years’ seniority, representatives should be granted no more rights than 
the workers and should have no other job than liaison. 
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~The number of the branches of labor should be set at 16. 


~=In illegal incidents the unions in train with their members must be held respon- 
sible punitively, financially and legally vis-a-vis the public and the employers 


who suffer damage. 








ECONOMIC TURKEY 


PRICES FOR INDUSTRIAL GOODS ROLLED BACK 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 11 Mar 81 p 6 


[Text] ECONOMIC SERVICE -- Prices are in a general downward trend owing to the 
recent decline of demand on domestic markets. Paralleling these developments has 
been installment selling of durable consumer goods and the roll-back by one auto 
maker of the price hike made earlier. Another auto maker says that it has been 
selling below cost for some time. In this connection, sellers of bathroom fixtures 
say that they have rolled back prices by half as compared to the previous period. 


Just a general overview of the markets shows many items being sold on installment. 
Recent developments on the commodities markets are listed as follows: 


At this time, which is considered the "dead season" for refr’-erators and washing 
machines from among durable consumer items, some producers of these items have 
turned to “installment selling" because the drop off in demand is much more than 
in previous years. Installment sales are being applied parallel to bank interest 
rates with a 5 percent per month difference in terms. 


According to information obtained, "One company which had hiked prices earlier is 
using the slogan ‘Installments at cash prices’ for installment selling and is 
making cash sales at the old prices designated as ‘special reductions. '" 


Other companies which are selling on installment using the slogan ‘terms on the 
old price’ without raising their prices are charging 5 percent per month interest. 


Retail circles, pointing out that there was no difference in prices from company to 
company despite the variety of sales combinations they are using in these cash and 
installment sales, gave the following information on prices: 


--The price on a 14-foot Arcelik refrigerator was raised by 5,000 liras in 
November to 44,950 liras. On installments, this is the price applied, with 

14,950 -iras paid down and the rest divided into 9 installments. In cash sales, 
however, with the “special reduction" of around 5,000 liras, the refrigerator is 
sold for 39,000 liras with the slogan'terms on the old price.’ AEG [expansion 
unknown], which is using installment selling, is charging 37,850 liras for a 13.5- 
foot refrigerator. On installments, there is a 13,000-lira cash down payment with 
the rest divided into 9 installments at 5 percent per month interest. Thus on 
installments, the price of the refrigerator goes up to 44,800 liras. 


--On washing machines, Arcelik charges 38,000 liras with a "special reduction" of 
around 5,000 liras in cash sales. On installments, it charges a new price of 
43,200 liras, requiring 13,200 liras down with the rest payable in 9 installments. 
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--Ranges, meanwhile, are being sold for 25,000 liras cash and 27,500 liras on 
installments. 


Although this is the “live season" for televisions, market circles say that sales 
are sluggish, that "installemnt sales are expected to begin in May or June." Tele- 
visions sell for 38,000 liras. 


OYAK-Renault raised its automobile prices some time ago, but has had to lower them 
for lack of sales. Turkish Automobile Factory Corporation Deputy Director General 
Erdogan Karakoyunlu said that they “had to hold prices at 825,000 liras for a long 
time, even though it is below cost, because of sluggish demand." Pointing out that 
they could not risk losses in auto exports because sales on domestic markets were 
so low, Karakoyunlu said, "Based on predictions of a good agricultural year this 
year, we expect this to have an effect on the market." 


Salesmen at various furniture stores pointed out that they “have no buyers despite 
offering all sorts of terms, the market is extremely depressed."" They are watching 
prices drop on some items they have in stock. A large furniture store official 
said that the "10 percent commission tax has reduced furniture sales." "A com- 
mission tax at this rate is a big deal to the buyer,” he said. On the other hand, 
this is tax month and the withdrawal of money from the market is said to have a 
negative effect on sales. 


Sales on the jewelry market are practically nonexistent. For this reason, drops, 
though small, have been seen in jewelry prices. 


It was found that bathroom fixture prices have been rolled back also. Officials 
pointed out that "there has been a roll-back by as much as half in bathroom fix- 
tures in the past 11 months" and said the following: 


"A faucet selling for 600 liras before sells for 300 liras. The price of a 
7,200-lira battery [as published] has dropped to 1,800 liras. However, these 
drops are not from the namufacturer, they are caused by the market slump.” 


Price roll-backs are also being seen in other construction materials such as cera- 
mic and earthen tiles. Some stores are trying to keep prices steady by offering 
payment facilities.

AUSTRIAN NOTE TO ITALY ON SOUTH TIROL--Rome, Vienna (APA)--Following instructions 

by Foreign Minister Pahr, Austria's ambassador in Rome, Laube, has called on 

Italian Prime Minister Forlani to submit an Austrian aide-memoire, in which the 
urgency of the earliest implementation of the most important, still unfulfilled 
points of the South Tirol package agreement was stressed. According to a Vienna 
Foreign Miniscry release, Prime Minister Forlani reaffirmed the Italian Govern- 
ment's intention to promulgate the still lacking executory provisions as quickly 
as possible. This is the first time, since the conclusion of the South Tirol 
agreement, that Austria has submitted a note [dealing with South Tirol] to Italy. 
Austria is primarily concerned with insuring the equality of the German language 
in court and at police and administration authorities, and the establishment in 
Bolzano of an autonomous section of the administration court. [Text] [AU121305

TEACHERS FORBIDDEN TO POLITICIZE IN SCHOOL AREAS 





Athens I VRADYNI in Greek 26 Feb 81 p 13 


{(Text] Any activity of a political nature on the part of educators who 
manifest political convictions or display propagandizing in the area of the 
school surroundings constitutes a very serious breach of discipline. Every 
such impropriety on the part of teachers will be punished most severely. 
Furthermore, any indulgence toward the development of such activities in the 
school surroundings and failure to take the measures indicated according to 
the circumstances also constitute a breach of discipline, because intervention 
by the teachers to stop such activities must be immediate and effective, in 
order to protect the students from premature and one-sided orientations and 
from enslavement to ideologies of any kind. 


This is stressed in a circular by the deputy minister of education, V. 
Kondogiannopoulos, to the superintendents of secondary and elementary 
education; the general inspectors of secondary education; the inspectors of 
elementary education; che presidents of teachers' training colleges, schools 
for kindergarten teachers, physical education colleges, KhaASO [expansion 
unknown], model and experimental schools, the Salonica Advanced School of 
Theology, and the Vella Theological Seminary; and the principals of schools 
of elementary and secondary education. 


The full text of the circular by Deputy Minister Vas. Kondogiannopoulos on 
the subject "School and Policy” is as follows: 


"According to Article 16 of the Constitution of our democracy, our system of 
academic education aims at '...the ethical, intellectual, professional, and 
physical upbringing of the Greek people, the development of their moral and 
religious awareness, and the shaping of them into free and responsible citizens.' 


"Consequently, the building of national morale, a democratic upbringing, and 
the imparting of respect for the sanctity of the Greek and Christian traditions 
make up the ideological dimensions of the Greek school and exclusively 
determine its intellectual domain. 


"It goes without saying that those who have accepted the office of educator 
also accept the basic principles and the educational values which the State 
has decreed to be the obligation of education. Any imparting of values of 
a different kind and a different origin is illegitimate and irreconcilable 
with the work of the teacher. 


"On the contrary, one-sided ideological pressures for the sake of political 
or factional expediencies of any variety whatsoever: 
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“Ace contradictory to sehool policy, vivilate fundamental educational principles, 
and threaten the foundations of our democratic form of government. 


"Moreover, activities of any form by employees of the State on behalf of 
political parties is expressly forbidden, not only by the provisions of the 
employee code, but also by the Constitution, in accordance with Article 29, 
Paragraph 3. 


“Of course, as free citizens, educators have the right of unrestricted choice 
of their own ideas. But as functionaries of the nation's educational system, 
they have the obligation to act strictly within the framework of their high 
Mission, as it is determined by the laws of the State and their awareness of 
their historical responsibility vis-a-vis the new generation. 


“Consequently it is the duty of all educators without exception to keep the 
school within the instructional sphere, as is specified by the Constitution, 

the laws, and the Greek educational tradition, standing aloof from party 
rivalries, and to protect the students from premature and one-sided orientations 
and from ideological enslavements of every kind. 


"Given these things, it must be realized by everyone that any activity of 

a political nature giving expression to political convictions, or any 
propagandizing in the area of the school surroundings, constitutes a very 
serious breach of discipline. Every such impropriety on the part of teachers 
will be punished most severely. Furthermore, any indulgence toward the 
development of such activities in the scnool environment, and any failure to 
take the measures indicated according to the circumstances also constitute 

a breach of discipline, because in the case of such activities intervention 
by the teachers must be immediate and effective. 


"In Light of the above, we ask: 


“1, That the present circular be read to the educators of every school and 
be distributed to each one personally. 


"2. That the school principals inform newly-appointed teachers about this 
matter. 


"3. That within the framework of your supervisory activity, you check 
constantly for the unswerving observance of the above explicit command of the 
Constitution and the laws on the part of the teaching personnel in the schools 
under your jurisdiction, and in cases of improprieties that you set in motion 
immediately the prescribed disciplinary procedure. 


"Any negligence in connection with the faithful implementation of the present 
circular will be judged severely.”

EDITORIAL CRITICIZES BAM ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATLONS

{Text} The communists are casting in the face of the nation and the democracy 
the most ill-fated cause of the modern Greek people: the EAM [National Liberation 
Front). Next September will mark the 40th anniversary of its founding, and the 
KKE parties are preparing already to smother the country in sloganeering, murals, 
and billboards--in their small and large meetings on commencing their conspiracy 
for the national and political subjugation of the country. Organizational 
committees have also been formed by the two KKE parties. The KKE-Interior has 
raised from the past the ELAS [National People's Liberation Army] leaders who 
were its friends.

You should be ashamed of yourselves!! Mr Papandreou, Mrs Fleming, Mrs Merkouri, 
and you, Mr Lakis Sandas, if the EAM ("decent and sanctified..." even with 
respect to the intentions of its members and in any of its struggles with ELAS, 
EPON (National Panhellenic Youth Organization), OPLA [Units for the Protection 
of the People's Struggle), and so forth), had managed to seize power, what 
would Greece be today, 35 years later?

BRUNDTLAND REPRESENTS 'NEW' FORCES, IDEAS OF LABOR PARTY

(Text) Unless anything extraordinary should happen, Norway will today 
be getting ite first woman prise sinister. Gro Harlem Brundtland, as 
a runner-up, has passed Rolf Hansen, cheered along by, among others, 
party groupe and other representatives of the general ranks within the 
party. The election of prime sinister thus has not taken place on 
tactical/political terme--the “democracy within the party" has made it- 
self felt more strongly and gore directly than usual. 


The question is then asked if Brundtland is « happy choice to the Labor 
Party. Undoubtedly, the immediate reactions will be positive. No strange 
crystal belie will be needed to see that the outcomes of, for example, 

the Gallup polls will be positive. The Labor Party will arise anew as the 
biggest party in the country. The explanation is sisaple: In the opinion 
of the Labor Party, out of the 150,000 members who hesitate to take « 
standpoint, the majority will again come back to the party. 


For Gro Harlem Brundtland is popular. in this respect, the choice of her 
is a good one. The votes are likely to be coming back to the party. 
However, she alone should not be credited with this. In addition to her 
personal popularity, she aleo represents the "new" forces and ideas of 
the Labor Party. Rxpressed in a different way: Not any candidate but 
every capable candidate, such as, among others, Rolf Hansen, would, in 
principle, have attained much of the same, though not to the same degree. 
The fact that Nordli (and Steen), with the political unrest which they 
came to represent, from a psychological point of view belong to the past, 
will have an encouraging effect. Earlier disappointments and disputes may 
apparently be buried. One is left with a tabule rasa. 


This kind of reasoning has ite obvious time limite. What then if one tries 
to look beyond this into the future? Is the preference of Brundtland « 
success also measured in terms of the distance up to the election? 























There are those who doubt it, for example, within the top leadership of 
the party. Also within the top leadership of the Norwegian Trade Union 
Confederation. Their speeches in support of Rolf Hansen, in the early 
atages, are o clear indication that Gro Harlem Brundtland has got her weak 
pointe as well--which may manifest themselves moreclearly once the party 
is over and the everyday life, which thie year will involve a severe 
election atruggle, will be taking over. Being prime sinister is quite 
different from being minister or a member of the Storting. In this func- 
tion, Gro Harlem Brundtland will be getting a relentlessly stronger spot- 
light turned on her as the election day draws closer. 


This ie not to say that she cannot stand the spotlight. But it should be 
pointed out that Gro Harlem Brundtland will have to perform two tasks at 
the very same time, and that she will have to perform them well in order 
to become a success. She has already to a large extent and for the time 
being at least solved the first task if one is to believe all the declara- 
tions of support which have been coming in from the different local groups 
and county districts to the effect that "Gro Harlem Brundtland will have a 
uniting effect on the party." She has thus initially given the party 
members their courage and willingness to fight beck and, es stated before, 
drawn back to the party eome of those who reluctantly have stated that 
they have been considering voting for othere in the election. Consequently, 
helf of the victory has been won. Gro Harlem Brundtland, however, will 
have to achieve more than that. She will have to attract to the party 
voters who already, in their minds, support other parties--and who are not 
too easy to convince. This tesk will become far more difficult--and will 
be the real test of her suitability. 








The objection has been raised against Rolf Hansen that he is an Oslo politi- 
cian--prigarily known within the central party apparatue and the politicel 
environment of the capital. Gro Harlem Brundtland ise known throughout the 
country. In the remotest recesses of the country, people know whoahe is 
and what she stands for. Is this now so certain? Her face is known from 
countless coverages--it is being said that there are eany within the party 
and all over the country who have become personally ecquainted with her-- 
and, consequently, she is “well-known.” Not everybody will probably agree 
on this. There are those who very much lack a clear idea of what she 
actually stands for. There are aleo those who will say that, in debates, 
she actually does not perform well at all, that her language usage is 

heavy, and thet she has difficulty controlling her temper when the atmosphere 
becomes heated. There are those who wil) say that she has not studied 
sufficiently issues on which she speaks in public--and what must be worse 
to a politician, she is not able to conceal it either. 


In short, there are some doubte attached to Gro Harlem Brundtland--as a 
politician and thus aleo as prime minister. She is not altogether an 
obviously good condidate. And it should be remembered that eh will, later 


on, have to be measured against the resulte of this year's e. at to 
the Storting. The requirement still is that the election will nave to be 
won.

TLP, DEV-YOL BLAST JUNTA FROM EXILE 

Boran Discusses Post-Coup Situation 
Brussels TEK CEPHE in Turkish Jan 81 pp 4,5 
(Comments from Brussels by TLP General Chairman Behice Boran] 


[Text] In a discussion by Turkish Labor Party [TLP] General Chairman Behice 
Boran on 20 June [as published] in Brussels, where she came at hie invitation, with 
European Parliament Vice President Piet Dankert, she gave detailed statements on 
the violation of human rights in Turkey, in particular the torture of the arrested 
administrators, representatives and members of the Confederation of Revolutionary 
Worker Unions [DISK]. 


European Parliament Socialist Group Assistent Secretary Mr David Blackman was also 
present at Boran's meeting with Mr Dankert. 


Boran stressed in the discussion that the question which should be asked as regards 
restoration of democracy in Turkey is not "When?" but what kind of democracy exists 
in the minds of the generals. According to Boran, the announcements made with 
regard to the formation and duties of the constituent as:embly are sufficient indi- 
cation of this. It will not be a freely elected assembly and its only function 
will be to prepare a draft for the ew constitution and drafts of political parties 
and elections laws. The National Security Council [NSC] will have absolute control 
over the process of preparing these projects, just as it will have the last word on 
the texts. All the politicians, whatever their importance or status, will be 
excluded from this assembly which it is said will be charged with laying the foun- 
dations of the nation's political system. 


Boran then drew attention to the oft-repeated statements by General Evren, in the 
capacity of head of state, NSC chairman and commander in chief of the Armed Forces, 
that “a new democracy" would be formed on the basis of “Ataturkism" and that no 
concept contrary to this model would be tolerated. She said: “It is necessary to 
point out that the generals have a reactionary interpretation of Ataturkism (Kemal- 
ism), omitting its anti-imperialist and secular character. They reiterate that any 
behavior which conflicts with this interpretation will be immediately and severely 
crushed. 


"This much is certain, no party of the working class, no leftist party will be 


allowed to operate legally and only parties which are copies of the same model will 
be permitted.” 
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Boran also drew attention in the discussion to new antiproletarian measures such 
as: prohibition of strikes, forcing strikers back to work, a single model for 
collective agreements, expulsion of workers "whose work does not seem beneficial to 
operations,” implementation of only a 70 percent increase to wages though the rate 
of inflation since the last collective agreements has exceeded 300 percent, dishing 
up new repressive laws on unions, strikes, collective agreements, labor-management 
relations and democratic resistance... 


Boran stressed the following point in particular: 


"Torturing those arrested dur‘»5 questioning is a method which is automatically 
applied in Turkey.” 


Relating to the European Parliament the latest information received on the torture 
of administrators, representatives, staff members and union members of DISK and its 
affiliated unions, Soran pointed out that more than 2,900 unionists and union mem- 
bers had been arrested, that 506 of them had been prosecuted and more than 300 sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. "All of them were subjected to various types of intense 
torture from going without sleep to beating and electric shocks,” she said. 


At the conclusion of the discussion, Boran pointed out that the military adminis- 
tration would never prevail over terroriem despite all the measures it takes and 
all the pressures it applies: 


First of all, they will neither uncover nor dislodge from their jobs the ones truly 
responsible for terrorism. 


Second, the ruling classes have no remedies other than resort to terrorism in order 
to break the resistance and militancy of the proletarian masses in order to pro- 
mote the existing colonialist order of poverty and privation of monopolistic capi- 
tal through cooperation with imperialism. 


The junta'’s prosecution of the NAP [Nationalist Action Party) administrators, 
including Turkes, does not mean that the military is the antithesis of the Fascist 
Party, which is the source of terrorism. Turkes, the NAP and its auxiliaries were 
so mixed up in the violence, bloodshed and political crime that they needed to be 
put away. Instead, a plan was made to bring a military junta to power and this 
plan was carried out. 


Moreover, it must not be forgotten that fascism can and does manifest itself in 
various forms. 


DEV-YOL Analyzes Class Struggle, Domestic Strife 
Hamburg DEVRIMCI ISCI in Turkish Dec-Jan 80-81 pp 2,3

[Text] A process which started with the introduction of the “civilian martial 
law" concept during the Ecevit administration and moved through the martial law 
proclaimed after the [Kahraman]Maras massacre, the formation of the new National 
Front and the army intervention known as the “warning letter" finally culminated 
in the army's “full takeover of national administration." 
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Certainly this development contains nothing incomprehensible from our point of 
view. Everything moved in a "predictable" direction from the very beginning of the 
process, was largely within a framework of predictables observed and pointed out 
before. Despite this, it may be useful now to discuss briefly a few points as 
regards what the recent "military coup" means in terme of the crisis experienced in 
Turkey. 


l. Army takeover or an openly fascist military dictatorship was one of the basic 
escape routes available to the ruling classes/order in order to be saved from the 
crisis. At the point when all of the solutions within the framework of the old 
political order which we call "Secret Fascism" (an RPP government which pacified 
the masses with its leftist image was strengthened, like an RPP-JP [Justice Party] 
or JP=-NAP government, by the repression of martial law) failed, certainly it was an 
inevitable thing that the army in its latest statue as guardian of the state (or 
order) should step in in its entirety. The ruling powers were unable to find any 
other valid way out of the crisis which bound society on all sides. A JP-RPP 
coalition could not be realized. As Erbakan's monstrosity grew, the JP minority 
government, which had been a temporary "solution" from the beginning, lost its 
validity and an administration/government vacuum formed. At the point when a JP- 
NAP solution, which it was thought could be formed by the early elections in 
Demirel's imagination, fell apart (at the same time, a point at which hundreds of 
thousands of workers were preparing to go on strike and an average of almost 20 
people were now dying in the clashes occurring every day in the country), "the 
whistle blew and the game was over." And the previous “heroes” (or puppets) of 
the game, the Ecevits, the Demirels, the Erbakans and Turkeses, were taken out and 
the generals (that is, new heroes or puppets) came in. 


2. Doubtless the play was not the end of the game. Now it is a question of a new 
field on which the old game is being played with new players and some new, partly 
different ruies. 


Despite this, it is necessary to note that the army intervention marks the begin- 
ning of a new period in Turkish history significantly different from the period up 
to the present. Although certain elements of the old period remain, elements which 
create new and important changes have entered the scene. Now there are attempts 

to repair the old repressive order, which was shaken to its foundations by the 
crisis, with more radical measures, and thus to protect the repressive order from 
the ravages oi the jolts brought by the crisis. Attempts are being made to prevent 
the devastation that could be created by the crisis which covers all areas econom- 
ic, social and political (the economic crisis, inflation-cost of Living-unemploy- 
ment have reached the limit; social institutions of the order have been over- 
thrown; government and parties were completely disabled and had reached the point 
of being unable to “function"). 


It seems to be believed that “a given point has been reached in the economic pro- 
gram which they are applying in order to get out of the economic crisis (that is, 
in order to regain a situation in which crisis becomes a kind of norm)." To 
supplement the so-called crisis eradication pt grams (we know that the heart of 
this program, which is being imposed by the IMF, is continuous devaluation and 
restriction of the purchasing power of the proletarian masses), it is necessary 
that the revolutionary opposition, reaction and demands of the masses be suppressed. 
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At the point where it seemed that this requirement of the order could not be 
carried out in the existing political structure (especially at a time when workers 
by the hundreds of thousands were about to yo on strike), it ought to be plain 
enough that the generale would step in "to save the nation." 


In short, the workers’ demands will be suppressed and choked off; the revolutionary 
peoples’ opposition will be crushed in the name of public safety and domestic 
peace; 4 constitution in which the freedoms are thoroughly restricted and the prin- 
ciples of a more stable order for the oppressors will be imposed from the top; and 
thus the monopolistic bourgeoisie and the dominion of the oppressors will be saved 
from the crigie: This is briefly what the contents of the junta's program are! 


3. It is obvious that this program's chances of success are slim. Though it is 
true that this depends a little also on whether the revolutionaries adequately 
perform the dutues which are theirs, and it may be misleading to make a precise 
prediction in this regard. But, even if one takes into account the considerable 
effort and support which the imperialist forces will provide in order to realize 
this program, it can be nothing but vain illusion to think, in view of the depth 
of the crisis experienced in Turkey, that an intervention based on force alone (in 
the sense that the generals “blew the whistle and call the plays") would be able to 
succeed with ease. The whistle having blown, the "puppets" may stop, the false 
players may be taken off the field, but sometimes it may be the beginning of a 
development in which the real players will take the field. 





Doubtless this struggle, that is, life, will go on. and probably the fascist 
junta, faced with the extraordinary depth of the crisis of the existing order in 
Turkey, will be unable to find a way out of the crisis in the form desired by the 
repressive ruling classes. On the contrary, this junta and its pseudodictators 
will probably bog down and drown in the crisis-of-order turned quagmire. 


The fascist junta seems to be adopting a determined attitude against civilian 
fascist forces in order to be able to create an impartial image in the eyes of the 
world and the broad masses in Turkey. Turkes was allowed to escape and was hidden 
by an Armored Brigade commander in Ankara and was surrendered only after assurances 
were obtained that nothing would be done to him as the result of bargaining with 
the junta authorities. This incident was used to lead the public into thinking 
that the junta was opposed to the NAP. Also, certain NAP deputies (as well as RPP 
deputies) were “taken into custody.” Also, it is seen that tens of thousands of 
patriots and progressives, unionists and labor leaders, as well as certain NAP 
civilian fascists, were arrested. Despite the deceptive appearance of this, it is 
impossible as a result of the fascist junta’s actions to hide the fact that it will 
serve to strengthen the fascist movement in Turkey and is opposed in principle to 
the revolutionary torces and revolution movement. Already they are doing what 
Turkes was trying to do: They are destroying democratic rights, closing the unions, 
attacking without restraint everyone who is on the side of the workers and the 
people, filling the jails with tens of thousands of people. 


There is no doubt that the outcome of these actions will be the beginning of a new 
era from the standpoint of development of the class struggle and that the clashes 
between civilian fascist forces and the revolutionary people will probably become 
more violent (much less stop) in periods ahead. 








4. Im light of these predictions, it is necvssary to stress the importance which 
the characteristics of the new era being entered upon have from the standpoint of 
giving shape to the revolutionary struggle. As a result vf these developments, 

the struggle against the official fascist forces has come to the fore. In the 
period up till now, the struggle against the civilian fascist forces was uppermost, 
and the struggle was against the attacks which civilian fascist forces were con- 
ducting throughout the country in general for the purpose of taking control region 
by region of the country in support of official fascist forces and took shape 
according to the facts and characteristics of this struggle. The struggle against 
the official fascist forces, although gaining great importance after the procla- 
mation of martial law in particular, came to the fore and took on a definitive 
quality only in specific areas of tie country and as a result of recent develop- 
ments. Although the struggle against the repressive policies of martial law gained 
great importance, especially in the areas where martial law was proclaimed (this 
had been stressed in earlier articles), the struggle against the attacks of the 
civilian fascist movement had retained its determinative importance in general, 
both as to the thrust of the struggle and the general objective situation in the 
country. 


The army's complete seizure of administration is now playing a role to affect the 
situation in a significant way. Not that the struggle against civilian fascist 
forces has lost its importance or become a secondary duty (on the contrary, it is 
obviously a duty which may take the forefront again depending on the direction of 
events and which now commands importance of the first degree. What's more, the 
struggle against civilian fascist forces may be considered also to be a special 
form of the struggle against official fascist forces. Actions to be undertaken 
against civilian fascist forces will also mean against official fascist forces.). 


However, the struggle against official forces which had a primarily supplementary 
quality in the previous period has now become a duty which has gained first place. 


In this period (process) ahead, the first duty of revolutionary action has become 
the struggle against all fascist repressive policies of the generals' junta, the 
struggle against (and to invalidate) the efforts to prevent revolutionary popular 
dissent, to crush the revolutionary movement(s), to suppress the economic rights 
and demands of the broad proletarian sectors, the working class first of all, and 
to refortify the political structure of the order by further strengthening the 
oppressive elements of the state. 


This is something which will create significant changes in the form of struggle 

and organization. In this situation, the forms of struggle and the struggle organ- 
izations will inevitably have to develop in a manner which conforms to these char- 
acteristics of the new period. Whereas the actions which were shaped according to 
the various forms of attack of the civilian fascist forces used to dictate the 
development of the movement, now the actions and struggles conducted in order to 
invalidate all oppressive policies which the military-fascist dictatorship will 
undertake against the people and the revolutionary forces will play a role deter- 
mining development of the movement. 





*That is, the basic duties of the struggle against fascism (against the official 
and civilian fascist forces) now go on. However, it has become a question of a 
change in the way the uuties of struggle against official fascist forces tip the 
scale in this double duty, as opposed to any previous period. 
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Since the struggle of resistance against fascism has to expand as to scope and con- 
tent in the forthcoming stage, there is also a question of expansion of the duties 
of the Resistance Committees to conform to (in parallel with) that expansion. The 
Resistance Committees will have to be organized so as to carry out these expanded 
duties. 


Doubtless, the forms of struggle must take into account the characteristics of the 
new period and be developed to conform to the psychological trends of the masses. 


First-stage goals: To prevent suppression of popular dissent and the demands of 
the proletarian sectors, primarily the working class, and to develop popular dis- 
sent; to develop labor movements by assuming leadership in all aspects of the rev- 
Olutionary popular dissent, the spread of which is trying to be prevented (to the 
front ranks of labor movements!); to invalidate efforts to crush and disperse the 
revolutionary movement(s) (struggle against torture and capital punishment); strug- 
gle against preparations for the new constitution and laws which mean Legalization 
of oppression and brutality; development and organization of a revolutionary demo- 
cratic opposition... 


Doubtless, armed struggle will have a determinative place depending on the course 
of development of the struggle. However, there is never a place for precipitancy 
or especially competition for actions with other groups. The plans and calcu- 
lations of the ruling forces may be frustrated only by a policy line that has 
nothing to do with any sort of competition. This is what is necessary for us. 


The trends of the popular masses must be watched with particular care. The tension 
and crisis which the fascist attacks, massacres and continuous clashes created have 
slackened and calmed in conjunction with the military coup, especially in the large 
petite bourgeoisie circles. Care must be taken in making the most of this trend. 
In particular, it is necessary in opposing the junta not to get into a situation 
that would lead to the misconception that the popular need for "public safety and 

a climate of tranquillity" was being frustrated by the revolutionaries and to 
eliminate this misconception which the military-fascist dictatorship has created. 
This is something which takes time and requires a knowledgeable, intelligent line 
of struggle. Otherwise, the revolutionaries will find themselves isolated from the 
popular masses, and this is a situation that would carry the junta to success and 
the revolutionary struggle to failure. Because of this, care must be exercised in 
this regard in all actions, both armed and unarmed. Our revolutionary actions, 
with such a concept and along the lines of the above goals, must be directed first 
of all toward eliminating such destructive effects of the military-fascist dicta- 
torship on the revolutionary popular sectors as submissiveness, demoralization and 
resignation. Successful and mear'seful actions, however small, may play a role in 
dispersing the psychologically ‘ eting activities of the junta. 


The actions we will realize under ti « concept will ensure the revival, albeit 
slow, of the revolutionary struggle and will bring about the failure of the efforts 
to crush by the hand of the military-fascist dictatorship broad revolutionary pop- 
ular dissent which arises as a result of the extraordinary crisis being experienced. 


The pseudo-junta, the bullies of generals, will certainly drown in the quagmire of 
their own creation. 
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5. Finally, it would be well also to discuss relations between revolutionary 
forces. As known, the unity of all the forces which should be united around a 
revolutionary struggle of resistance against fascism in our country cannot be 
realized despite all the efforts of our Revolutionary Movement — and for known 
reasons. For a long time, we had been stressing that developments in Turkey were 
heading for a military coup. We stressed time and again, especially after Febru- 
ary/March, that Turkey had entered such a process, The need was clear in such a 
situation for the revolutionary sectors to form a common policy line against such 
a development and to uni.e around a minimum antifascist program. Revolutionary 
Road called other political groups together as of last May Day, put this matter on 
the agenda and worked on this. People's Liberation, Revolutionary Left, KSD [expan 
sion unknown], etc. seemed to agree with the views in this regard at the meetings, 
but then with pure distortions of DEV-YOL's proposals, saying "DEV-YOL is saying 
that a junta is coming in order to prevent resistance and do nothing," they tried 
to discredit the reputed DEV-YOL. With opportunist groups not hesitating to use 
even the vilest methods of informants and agents to discredit and weaken DEV-YOL, 
it was impossible to achieve, at the point when the military-fascist coup became 
imminent (indeed, their attention had been riveted to this very point just 1 month 
earlier thanks to DEV-YOL), unity of the revolutionary groups around a common plan 
of action against such a development. 


Now the issue is a brand new era and a much more important situation. Will the 
others learn that they can accomplish nothing by ceaseless, vile attacks on DEV- 
Yol, going so far as to become informants? Will it at least be possible for the 
groups which are determined to serve and fight for the liberation of our prole- 
tarian peoples, excluding those which have sufficiently proved so far that they are 
nothing but a group of agents and informants, to unite around a struggle for revo- 
lutionary resistance against the military-fascist dictatorship? 


We sill seek an answer to this problem also. Clearly, it is necessary to strive 
ultimately to bring this about. 
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POLITICAL TURKEY 


GERMAN DELEGATION ASSESSES AID NEEDS, HUMAN RIGHTS 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 6 Mar 81 p 7 


[Text] Ankara--The German parliamentary committee that is making contacts 
in Ankara in order to appraise the situation that exists in Turkey held a 
press conference yesterday and presented its impressions. In speeches 
given individually, the six members of parliament on the committee said, 
"We, as members of parliament, will recommend to the German Federal Assem- 
bly that economic and military aid to Turkey be continued." 


The members of parliament, who asserted that their "purpose and duty in 
coming to Turkey was not to check or oversee what is going on here, but 
oniy to learn firsthand about several issues that are being discussed both 
within the country and abroad concerning developments related to Turkey," 
stated that various problems have arisen in Turkey because of the necessity 
of administering the country from 12 March until now under a system that 

is mot democratic. They said, "Our purpose is to help in order to protect 
Turkey's place in organizations such as NATO and the Council of Europe that 
are composed of nations administered by free, democratic systems of govern- 
ment. We came here with the belief that you would help us so that we 
would, in turn, be able to help you. Our position is understood by all the 
officials we have contacted, and all have spoken very openly with us." 


Committee chairman Mertes reported that the military officials with whom 
the delegation has talked have announced categorically that they wish to 
return to democracy as quickly as possible and, furthermore, that both the 
minister of justice and Council of Justice have given committee members 
their assurances that various complaints and requests related to human 
rights will be studied, 


At this time, Social Democrat Party member Corterier noted that this trip 
has provided the delegation with the opportunity to see more closely the 
dimensions reached by terrorism in Turkey, He said, in summary; 


"We were told that terrorism is being directed primarily from abroad and 
that its purpose is to create an atmosphere of instability in Turkey. It 
cannot be said that the Soviet Union and German Democratic Republic do not 
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have «a role in this. However, | have not been able to obtain speciiic 
proof that most of the terroriem te directed trom abroad. 1 did receive 

@ positive impression in regard to human rights, Officials stated that 
they will look into complaints immediately. in my opinion, though, the 
90-day detainment period is not a good thing. The military administration 
states that it will turn over the government to civilians. However, it is 
not clear whether or not this would be 4 truly western democratic system, 
We hope that this will be clarified in the days ahead." 


Deputy Voigt, also from the Social Democrat Party, mentioned that a meeting 
was held with Turk-Is [Turkish Confederation of Labor) leaders yesterday 
and announced that, at the Germans! request, Chairman General Denizcier 
will explore the possibility of the committee meeting with a representa- 
tive from DISK [Confederation of Revolutionary Worker Unions). Voigt said 
that the committee left Turk-is with positive feelings on the topic of 
union rights. te reported that it would be pleased if it has the oppor- 
tunity to speak with DISK officials as well. 


In response to a question a6 to why they visited the Ankara Minimum Securi- 
ty Prison rather than Mamak Prison, the German members of parliament an- 
swered that they did not ask to visit @ specific prison, that they re- 
quested a tour of any prison, and that the minister of justice made a great 
gesture in granting this request. They said, "As a matter of fact, we re- 
ceived word that we were being awaited so that we could observe a military 
trial at Mamak. However, there was no time to go there. The Turkish of- 
ficials made a great gesture on this issue," 


Answering a question related to preventing actions against Turkey in 
Germany by rightist and leftist terrorists who fled the country following 
12 March, the German members of parliament stated, "We will make efforts 

to interest in this issue the members of parliament who are on the internal 
affairs commission. We do not close our eyes to the fact that terrorists 
continue in Germany their goals to use force." 


The German delegation announced that, when it goes to Istanbul today, it 
will speak with the Istanbul bar and with several defense attorneys.

FORMER SDECE DIRECTOR PROMOTED TO BRIGADIER GENERAL

[Text] Col Alain de Gaigneron de Marolles, former director of Foreign Intelligence 
and Counterintelligence Service (SDECE), wae promoted at the end of last month to 
brigadier general, second section (reserve ataff), of the ground forces. 


Fifty-four year old Colonel de Marolles in particular wae chief of the action 
service of the SDECE before being called upon, in October 1979, to become the 
director of intelligence of the French secret services. In September 1980, after 
less than 1 year in office, the colonel asked to be released from his responsi- 
bilities for a “technical reason" which the ministry of defense, the administrative 
head, refused to explain (LE MONDE, 11 September 1980). The former SDECE officer 
thus left this branch, to which he had been regularly attached since completion of 
his Saint-Cyr course, even though the age limit for hie rank of colonel is 57 years. 
Colonel de Marolles thus gave up active service 4 years ahead of the regular time. 


Col Jacques Fouilland replaced him as director of intelligence (LE MONDE, 
26 November 1980). Fouilland previously was deputy to the director general of the 
SDECE, Alexandre de Marenches. 


This governmental decision in favor of Colonel de Marolles is a largess that makes 
it possible for de Marolles to receive certain benefits: in addition to the 
prestige that is attached to his promotion, he has a household allotment, a monthly 
reserve salary, and several other advantages (like one-fourth price for seats in 
trains).

DCTN Arsenals and Facilities 





The Technical Directorate for Naval Construction (DTCN) of the Armaments General 
Directorate brings together the greatest potential for the construction of warships 
in France. The DTCN has a diversified gamut of operations representing more than 
32 million work hours a year, such as arsenals for shipbuilding, studies, techni- 
cal tests, ground work, equipment and weapons systems, maintenance, refitting and 
modernization of fleet units, technical support, and technology and logistics for 
the benefit of foreign navies. The DTCN employs 31,500 people; however, manpower 
has decreased 4 percent between 1974 and 1980.

The Naval Weapons and Shipbuilding Directorate (DCAN) in Cherbourg specializes in 
the construction of submarines. The Narvel, Arethuse, and Daphne class submarines 
were built there. The construction program for the SNLE [Nuclear-powered Ballistic 
Missile Submarine] and the new nuclear-powered attack submarines is, in particular, 
being carried out here. 


The DCAN in Brest concentrates its operations on repairs, maintenance and new con- 
struction. It is here, for example, that the Foch and Clemenceau aircraft carriers 
were built. Today, the anti-submarine (ASM) corvettes and the Batral are being built 
in Brest. In addition, Brest is responsible for the logistical support of the SNLE. 
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The DCAN in Lorient has a capability for the repair and building of low tonnage 
vessels and, in cooperation with the DTAT [expansion unknown), the conatruction of 
bridge building equipment for the army engineers, The DCAN is presently responsible 
for the French portion of the program for the construction and repair of the Euro- 
pean tripartite Eridan class mine-sweepers. 

The DCAN in Toulon has three main missions: 

— the maintenance of shipa in the French fleet; 

~=the maintenance of naval aircraft and their equipment, and 

~-studies, research, and evaluation of equipment. 


in addition, one must include ite work in the field of submarine detection, weapons 
systems, and explosives.

The future PA 75 aircraft carriers will not be ordered during the present 
program, because the selection concerning the platform and on-board equip- 
ment is still under study.

Many components of the DTCN are involved in the four successive phases of design, 
construction, and commissioning of a specific type of combat ship. 


The Preliminary Plan 


The preliminary plan is prepared by the Technical Service for Naval Weapons and 
Shipbuilding (STCAN) in response to a military requirement issued by the EMM [Navy 
Staff) which requires a certain capability for a ship as represented by a [given] 
performance level. The author of the preliminary plan, assisted by a group of spe- 
cialists, formulates the technical solutions that will result in the desired per- 
formances, or estimates the costs, thereby bringing about his taking part in the 
cost-effectiveness study to guide the government in making its selections. 


The Project 


After the selection has been made, the variant decided upon becomes the subject 

of an in-depth study by the same STCAN group (enlarged) and also supported by the 
services of the shipyard, if it is known which shipyard is to be involved. Upon 
the completion of this stage, a descriptive document may be drawn up, which may 
contain a hundred pages with a series of attachments. The latter include blue- 
prints and plans called “overall specification.” These documents set forth the 
overall design of the project and indicate its performances. The name of the pro- 
ject is also decided upon during this stage. 


The Construction 

Construction begins with the program's initial authorizations have been released. 
The construction is under the direction of an engineer from the STCAN, who is known 
as the program director. The program makes use of the resources of 


—the STCAN where the specifications of the “installations” are drawn up; 


—the DCAN of the selected shipbuilding yard 
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wemany suppliers (the amount of materials provided represent 50 to 70 percent of 
the ship's coat) contracted either by specialized sections of the STCAN or by the 
shipyard. Uther suppliers include the ECAN [The Conatruction and Naval Weapons 
Company] of Indret that supplies the power plant, and the ECAN of Ruelle that sup- 
plies various types of equipment. 


Commissioning 


The commissioning of the ship is dependent upon two important dates: the dates for 
the official trials, i.e., the beginning of the official sea trials, and the com- 
missioning of the ship that marks the end of the responsibility of the builders and 
the turning over of the ship to the fleet. Engineers from the DTCN are members of 
the permanent commission for trials and of local trials commissions, and they take 
active part in the work. 


Because of the complexity of the work involved in building a combat ship, the need 
to build a prototype whose equipment can not be obsolete at the time of comnission- 
ing and which must be operational as quickly as possible, make it necessary for the 
four stages mentioned above to overlap. Construction begins before all the speci- 
fications have been drawn up and some unfinished work may remain to be done after 
the commissioning of the prototype, e.g., some equipment must be put into operation- 
al order and specifications not received in time must be fulfilled. 


The construction of a combat vessel, particularly the prototype of a given class 
(never very important), is, therefore, a collective task carried out by many services 
of the DTCN with the help of many manufacturers. Among all the personnel involved, 
and without trying to detract from their worth, I must highlight the particularly 
important part carried out by the two engineers who work very closely together: 


--the program director (in the STCAN), who is in charge of coordinating with the 
EMM in drawing up the specifications; who is responsible within the DICN for man- 
aging expenses, holding down delays, overall coordination of industrial forms, and 
making the necessary arrangements for maintenance. 


--DCAN's engineer-in-charge--the builder--who must ensure the coordination of the 
construction work, the assembling, putting installations in operation, assembling 
weapons equipment and standby equipment. He is also the intermediary between the 
commanding officer and the weapons crew. He takes an active part in the organiza- 
tion and follow-up of dock-side trials and sea trials. 


Part Il Privately-Owned Companies 
The Normandy Engineering Works (CMN) 


The Normandy Engineering Works (Felix Amiot Shipyard) were set up shortly after 
the end of the Second World War. At that time the government entrusted Felix 
Amiot, famous since the 1930s for his aircraft, with the mission of rebuilding 
the industrial capabilities of the Normandy Aeronautical Shipyards (CAN). Three 
groups of shipyards were organized. The first group was responsible for building 
wooden minesweepers, non-magnetic mine-hunters, and coaste¢! patrol craft. The 
second group was responsible for building steel trawlers, tuna boats, as well as 
fast attack craft (missile). Finally, the third group was responsible for the 
manufacture of variable pitch screws and high-speed horizontal diesel engines 
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(20 cylinders producing 4,000 hp).

The SCFN 


The French Naval Construction Company (SCFN), located in Ville-neuve-la-Garenne, 
has become one of the largest French specialists in the field of medium and small 
fast attack patrol craft. It employs 370 people and, last year, attained an income 
of 96.7 million francs. This company, directed by Charles Baudron, has conquered 
many foreign markets, with the PR 48 and PR 72 type craft, among which there are 
several African navies. The PR72 patrol craft is being built in cooperation with 
the DTCN. 


Characteristics of the PR/72; 


Hull: The PR/2 hull is constructed of steel and is built in conformance 
with the longitudinal system. The thickness of the hull plates is never less than 
6mm, more generally it is 8mm. This choice ensures strength of construction as 
well as security agaiust corrosion. It also ensures high serviceability and an 
ease in making repairs. It also ensures that a PR72 can be built in naval shipyards 
equipped for building ships of this type. 


The superstructure is constructed of a light alloy. 


The compartmentation of the ship is designed to ensure its buoyancy and stability 
in the event contiguous compartments are flooded. For this reason, the ship has 
a continuous, single deck, and the hull is divided into watertight compartments 
separated by steel transverse bulkheads thus perfecting the overall resistance of 
the hull girder. 


Power Plant: 
The ship is driven by four screws with fixed blades that, in turn, are driven, via 


a series of reverse reduction gears, by four high-speed Diesel engines manufactured 
by the Alsacian Engineering Company of Mulhouse (SACM). 
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According to alternatives on construction, the PR72 can be fitted out with differ- 
ent types of SACM engines (240 or 195 internal diameter), With continuous power 
going from 3,000 to 6,000 hp and whose average hourly rate of fuel consumption, 
the same for the various types of engines used, is 158/160 (+ 5 percent) grams 

per hour of horsepower. 


As an outcome of engines designed for the most difficult working conditions--mechani- 
cally propelled during search at sea--the SACM engines used by the navy have raised 
their power/weight ratio that allows an exceptional performance of the PR72 not by 
lightening the basic components but by developing and adopting new techniques and 
technology, such as: 


--boosting the constant pressure; 
-~-double boosting stage, and 
--lowering the compression rate (10/1). 


Weapons and Equipment 


According to alternatives in construction, a PR72 can be fitted out with the follow- 
ing weapons: surface-to-surface missiles, four surface-to-surface missiles, Exocet 
type or any other, which would constitute the main offensive weapons system of the 
PR72 against surface ships; surface-to-air missiles; a fire-control installation 
with multiple launching ramps for the Crotale surface-to-air (installed in place 

of the after gun mount). 


The main guns are located forward, and according to selection, aft, and include 

a 3 inch (76mm) OTO Melara turret, entirely automatic, with a high rate of fire; 
the 76mm can be used as an anti-aircraft weapon as well as a surface weapon, or can 
be used against targets on shore. 


Secondary battery: A twin mount 40mm Bofors-Breda, if desired, can be installed in 
the after section. This weapon is presently the only one capable of being used 
with some chance of success against Sea-Skimmers; single 20mm Oerlikon guns, which 
are medium-sized and light weight, can be deployed either on the bridge or on the 
after deck. 


The Esterel Naval Shipyards 


The Esterel Shipyards are located -he shore of the Cannes-La Napoule Gulf and 
have two specialities: the construction of high-speed pleasure craft with a length 
of 85 to 132 feet (26 to 40 m) and military observation ships with a length of from 
85 to 132 feet (26 to 40 m). More than 170 high-speed ships have been constructed 
to date; they have been sold to the French navy, the customs service, Algeria, the 
Cameroon, Gabon, Guinea, Morocco, Mauritania, Togo, Tunisia, etc.

During the past years, the major portion of sales volume of the Esterel Naval Ship- 
yards was made from foreign sales. The year 1978 was the only exception. It was 

a very difficult year for the company. In 1975, the total figure of its sales vo.- 
ume reached 29.6 million francs, 97 percent of this figure represented foreign sales, 
In 1977, a particularly lucky year, the figure rose to 40.44 million francs, 87 
percent of this figure represented foreign sales, After the drop in income in 1978 
(7.4 million francs, 16 percent represented foreign sales), the Esterel Naval 
Shipyards reached a sales volume of 37.8 million francs, 55 percent came from for- 
eign markets during the past year. 


CNIM 


The Mediterranean Industrial and Marine Engineering Company is one of the largest 
French naval shipyards. The principal shareholders in the group are the Private 
Induetrial Participants Company (64 percent) and the CGM [expansion unknown) (25 
percent). The CNIM is directed by Andre Herlicq, a civil mining engineer. Last 
year the CNIM reached a sales volume of 1.046 million francs; 65.3 percent of this 
figure came from foreign sales. The company was set up in 1966 under the aegis of 
the Herlicq group in order to continue and to develop the operations of the Naval 
Shipyard of la Seyne-sur-mer, The CNIM has built a number of "civilian" ships of 
heavy tonnage and has become one of the largest world-wide specialists in the build- 
ing of heavy tankers for carrying liquified natural gas. During the past years, the 
CNIM has made significant studies in diversification: off-shore equipment, general 
engineering, boiler making, thermal power stations, and plants for the desaliniza- 
tion of sea water. 


In the military sector, the Seyne Shipyards have produced a number of ships for the 
French navy and two landing ships (tank) for carrying PS700 tanks. These ships are 
of medium tonnage, with an overall length of 329 ft (99.50 m), and has a diplacement 
(fully loaded) of «.,700 tons. The main engines are two 2,670 hp SEMT-Pelstick 
diesels, type 16 PA 4 V185, unreversible. These ships are armed with three twin 
40mm and an 8lmm mortar as well as a warning system and a Viga 1.11 fire-control 
system using a Triton radar. 


The CNIM, in collaboration with the Signals and Electrical Manufacturing Company, 
has, moreover, developed a PS 774 multipurpose logistical support ship (provisions, 
repairs, alternate crews, medical care, support for submarine squadrons, etc.).

Le Havre Machine Shops and Shipyards 


Le Havre's new Machine Shops and Shipyards Company, directed by Jacques Tessandier 
and Gilbert Fournier, employs 970 people and realizes a sales volume of 400 million 
francs. 


The engineering division devotes its efforts to off-shore equipment, remote-control 
equipment, and equipment for specialized ships. It has worked on many engineering 
jobs for the French navy. Its principal military operations center on the handling 
of towed sonar systems, the handling of weapons, maneuvering equipment for small 
craft, steering apparatuses and various other types of equipment, in particular 

for the Corvette ASM Batral orChamplain crafts. It built and perfected different 
types of stabilizers for the French navy's Corvettes, Avisos and Eridan class mine- 
hunter. It is the principal contractor, in collaboration with the CSEE [Signals 
and Electrical Manufacturing Company], for the Cobra type high-speed patrol craft 
project.

Atlantic Alsthom Group 


Last year, the Atlantic Alsthom Group realized a sales volume of 9.565 million 
francs. Forty-one percent of this figure represented foreign sales. The Group 
employs 28,500 people. The principal shareholders are the General Electric Company 
(31.5 percent of the shares) and Penthoet (22.8 percent of the shares). Atlantic 
Alsthom has representatives and affiliated firms, license holders, and industrial 
plants in 18 European countries, five countries on the American continent, eight 
countries in the Middle East, ten countries in Asia and South Sea Islands, and 

nine African countries. 


Two divisions are directly involved with naval shipbuilding: the naval shipbuilding 
division and the engineering division. The latter division is affiliated with 
several firms including: 
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e=the Heat Engine Analysis Company (SEMT-Pielateck), which builds and exports many 
marine engines, 


e=the Brittany Machine Shops and Shipyards, which concentrates ite efforte in the 
nuclear and engineering field, 


The naval shipbuilding division is primarily a builder of civilian ships; however, 
three years ago, it decided upon a reduction of ite building programs because of 
the prevailing crisis in the field, and especially because the decision was made 
to convert ite potential to engineering, turnkey factories, and equipment for nu- 
clear power stations. 


The engineering division and ite affiliates, whose profits seem more satisfactory, 
remains in the naval field with ite diesel engines (accepted, for example, by the 

Yugoslav navy for its high-speed patrol craft) and its steam turbines. The entire 
group produces many kinds of equipment for French and foreign armed forces. 


Dub igeon-Normandy 


igeon-Normandy, as it exists today, was created in 1963 following various re- 
Organizations in the naval shipbuilding sector. The result was a regrouping of 
the operations of many shipyards, such as Dubigeon, Brittany Machine Shops and 
Shipyards, Normandy Shipyards, etc. With 2028 employees, Dubigeon-Normandy has 
reached a sale volume of 869.8 million francs. Seventy-three percent of this figure 
represents foreign sales. Apart from large civilian ships, particularly, car and 
train ferries, specialized cargo ships, and dredgers, the group's military produc- 
tion speaks volumes. The group produces landing ships, Daphne class submarines, 
and Commandant Riviere class frigates (1,750 tons). Four of the latter ships were 
built for the Portuguese navy. During the 1970s, the Dubigeon-Normandy was com- 
pelled, as were other large French shipyards, to increase diversification of its 
operations to include off-shore equipment, reinforced plastics, etc. 


Machine Shops and Shipyards of La Perriere 


The Machine Shops and Shipyards of La Perriere, located in Lorient, are under the 
direction of Jean Toullec, an engineer from the Air School, and employs 380 people. 
Military production has been the determining factor in the totality of their opera- 
tions in 1976, 1977, and 1978 (more than half of the sales volume in 1977 and 1978).

NEW VEHICLE TO REPLACE GROUND FORCES JEEP 
Paris LE MONDE in French 4 Mar 81 p 13 


[Articte: "A vehicle conceived by the Peugeot-Mercedes consortium will replace 
the jeep of the French ground forces") 


{Text} The ministry of defense has approved the French ground forces’ choice of 
the P-4 light jeep (suitable for all types of terrain) that was conceived by the 
Peugeot-Daimler Benz and Steyr-Daimler Puch consortium as a replacement for the 
jeeps that are fitted out with various weapons. However, the contract has not yet 
been officially signed. Discussion is still going on concerning the distribution 
of responsibilities between Peugeot and the Mercedes group, industrialization 
conditions regarding the chosen vehicle and even regarding some of the character~ 
istics of the P-4. 


It was during this past April--about 10 months ago--that, after experimentation, 
the military staff of the ground forces chose the P-4 model, in competition with 
a vehicle proposed by the Renault-Fiat consortium and a third conceived by the 
Citroen-‘'olkswagen group. The military staff's purpose was to replace the jeep of 
the 1940's of the American Motors Company, more than 50,000 of which were used in 
all theaters of operation. 


After many vicissitudes, the ministry of defense has only confirmed the technical 
choice decided on by the military staff and has begun detailed discussions with the 
manufacturer. 


Officially, theministry explains that the choice of the P-4--a vehicle that will 
have combat, command, and liaison missions--was dictated by the reliability that 
is provided by the use of mass produced components, by the consumption that is 

considered moderate through the use of an 87 horsepower gasoline motor, at 5,000 
revolutions per minute, in all conditions of use, and by the ease of maintenance. 


It is estimated that the French market in 3 to 4 years, beginning with 1982, will 
be about 15,000 vehicles. But this park might be reduced, depending on the conclu- 
sion of studies in process for the purpose of possibly conceiving a sort of "jeep" 
that is armored in front, a need that was expressed last year by the former ground 
forces chief of staff, Gen Jean Lagarde. This vehicle would fill the void that 
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existe between the "all-terrain" liaison light vehicle and the vehicle with an 
armored front (VAB) now in service in the infantry regiments. 


While the distribution of industrial responsibilities has not been definitively 
settled between the partners of the chosen consortium, it nevertheless seems that 
the body, the chassis, the brake system, and the suspension system will be handled 
by Daimler Benz and Steyr-Daimler, while Peugeot will be responsible for the 

engine, the gear box, the transmission, and the electrical systems. The manufacture 
and assembly line will be in France in a Peugeot factory, which at the moment has 
not been designated. 


The vehicle was inspired by the Gelande PKW model, made by the West German 
Mercedes-Benz manufacturer and will be equipped with the engine of the Peogeot 
504 and 505. 


Two basic P-4 types will be produced (with a long chassis or with a short chassis, 
according to transportation needs) for four different versions of vehicles: radio, 
Milan anti-tank missiles, liaison, and a gun carrier for all cypes of 20 millimeter 
weapons. 


(The P=4 Peugeot has a carrying capacity of 750 kilos. It can pass over slopes 
with a 50 percent incline and can go through 50-centimer fords. Its maximum 
speed when loaded is 110 km per hour and its low consumption gives it a range of 
600 kilometers. 


The Peugeot 604 is equipped with four synchronized gear-ratios. The transmission 
box has two synchronized gear-ratios. Through the use of a single lever, it can 
engage the front axle and select both gear-ratios, while the vehicle is in motion, 
which simplifies operations and prevents any wrong move. 


The rear axle is equipped with a hydraulic brake with a 100 percent differential, 
lockable in gear.)

JOINT EXERCISE OFF IBERIAN PENINSULA 
Paris LE MONDE in French 4 Mar 81 p 13 
[Article: “Joint Exercise of Two French Squadrons Off the Iberian Peninsula") 


[Text] Two French squadrons, the Mediterranean and the Atlantic, will soon carry 
out a joint exercise off the Iberian peninsula. Prior to this the minister of 
defense, Robert Galley, will make a visit, on Thursday, 5 March, to the Atlantic 
squadron and will board the frigate, Duguay-Trouin, which will participate in an 
anti-submarien exercise with five other warships, some Lynx helicopters, some 
Super-Etendard attack planes, and a Breguet~Atlantic aaval patrol plane. 


Then, between 9 and 27 March, the navy's inter-squadron exercise will take place off 
the Iberian peninsula. 


The cruiser, Colbert, flagship of the Mediterranean squadron, is to get under way 
from Toulon on 9 March, with the aircraft carrier, Clemenceau; the squadron 
escort ships, Guepratte and Destrees; the gunboat, D'Estienne-d'Orves; and the 
supply ship, the Meuse; to join the Atlantic squadron, composed of the flagship; 
the frigate, Duguay-Trouin; the escorters, Dupetit-Thouars and Casablanca; the 
frigate, Tourville; the gunboats, Detroyat and Jean-Moulin; and the oil tanker, 
la Durance. 


After a series of exercises at sea, these ships will visit various Spanish, 
Moroccan, and Portuguese ports before returning to Brest or Toulon at the end 
of March.

SDECE OPERATIVES COMPLATN OF ‘OBSTRUCTIONS ' 
Paris LE MONDE in French 14 Feb 81 p 8

[Text] According to recent disclosures regarding clandestine operations, SDECE 
[Foreign Intelligence and Counterintelligence Service] operatives are complaining 
of obstacles to their activities. 


Some Foreign Intelligence and Counterintelligence Service (SDECE) operatives are 
complaining of encountering difficulty in the discharge of their missions since 
the publication of a book by one of their former members, Marcel Le Roy, alias 
Finville, concerning his activities more than 15 years ago in the French Intelli- 
gence Service. 


An honorary battalion commander, struck from the staff list in 1967 following 
an investigation of the disappearance (still unexplained) of Moroccan leader 
Mehdi Ben Barka in Paris, Le Roy has just published his testimony regarding his 
activities as chief of the "Plumbers" team in Service 7 of the SDECE (LE MONDE, 
25 November and 2 December 1980). 


Service 7, separate fromthe "Action" branch, which became especially famous in 
Algeria for its anti-arms trafficking, is charged in particular with burglary, 
robbery, or "safe breaking" operations for the purpose of collecting and mocrofilm- 
ing documents considered important for SDECE interpretation of the secret intentions 
of a foreign goverument. There are such teams in all intelligence services. 


In his recollections, entitled "SDECE Service 7", in which the author mingles 
truth with the less likely, the former civilian intelligence official, among other 
disclosures concerning his past, relates how, in order to accomplish his many more 
or less licit tasks, he made use of the assistance or complicity of various com- 
panies and organizations, and even of ordinary individuals. 


This was the case, in particular, with Service 7 "sound recording" or espionage 
operations in hotels in France or abroad, with the opening of diplomatic pouches in 











transit, or also with regular cooperation--not always remunerated--supplied to the 
SDECE by merchant seamen or by air crew members of French air companies. 


Another Name 


Since the publication of Le Roy's book, some new difficulties have arisen, if one 
is to believe some secret agents. Some innkeepers shy at continuing to provide 
cooperation, out of fear of scandal: in their establishments. Some unknown traps 
came to light in connection with diplomatic pouches. Seamen, air personnel, and 
university research workers are reluctant to give their help to the SDECE. 


Intelligence officials who observe the turnabouts, attribute them to the fear of 
those involved at some day seeing their identity or the nature of the aid furnished 
displayed in the public square. 


As a matter of fact, confidential information from some secret agents indirectly 
indicate the fact that, contrary to the statements of the author of the book in 
question, which leads one to believe that Service 7 was dissolved following its 
exclusion from the SDECE, between January 1966 and March 1967, the dismantling of 
that team did not take place. Under another name and with other members, 

Service 7 has resumed its activities, and has even expanded then. 


Created at the outset by Guy Marienne, alias Morvan, Service 7 remained under the 
authority of that agent, now deceased, until his appointment in 1962 to the 
departmental staff of the SDECE director general, Gen Paul Jacquier. It was then 
that Le Roy, who was formerly "Colonel" Morvan's deputy, became its administrator, 
but always under the supervision, even from afar, of Guy Marienne. 


Following the disappearance of Mehdi Ben Barka, the contribution of Service 7 
having been considered important, everything was immediately done to enable it to 
again quickly operate at full capacity, in spite of the departure of Le Roy in 
1967. Attached to the research service and purged of all compromised elements 

in various matters, Service 7 was first placed under the command of Colonel Herve, 
who was eventually to become chief of the counterespionage service and who was 
thanked in November 1970 by Alexandre de Marenches, appointed director general 

of the SDECE by Georges Pompidou. 


Shrivelling Rawhide 


Since then, the clandestine operations service (former Service 7) was developed. 

If one is to believe some agents in the service, numerous foreign personalities, 

possessors of political, financial, scientific, and technical intelligence docu- 

ments having to do with automotive gasoline or military equipment have had their 

intelligence photographed without their knowledge, including intelligence on some 
personalities of countries allied with France. 


The objective of the SDECE general directorate in fact has been maintained since, 
as in the case of his predecessors, de Marenches attaches as great importance to 
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the authenticity and originality of documents and proof that are gathered as to 
the quality of the analyses which can later be made through an interpretation of 
the documents and proof. This raw material is forwarded with the memorandum of 
remarks that it is supposed to support, in addition to other collected facts and 
indications, for the purpose of speculating on intentions. 


However, some agents argue that this proclaimed solicitude for the veracity of 
intelligence is also so scrupulously respected in this regard that the SDECE in the 
past few years has tended to lose control of its most effective sources, especially 
in the East, where its implantation has shrivelled, as in the case of wet rawhide, 
and of late even in Africa or the Near East. 


Some failures of the service and the lack of professionalism at some of the higher 
levels of the intelligence directorates explain why the SDECE has placed special 
emphasis on certain technical aspects. 


Thus the SDECE, in addition to developing the clandestine operations service and its 
telephonic monitoring capabilities, has also developed its radio interception and 
deciphering service which, thanks to technical information means, permits it to 
obtain correct intelligence, chiefly in the military sector. That priority for 
technical services becomes known each year through the budget.

INTERNATIONAL COLLOQUIUM ON BIOMEDICAL DOSIMETRY 
Paris CEA NOTES D'INFORMATION in French Dec 80 pp 11-13 


[Text] From October 27 to 31, 1980 an International Colloquium on Biomedical 
Dorimetry was held in Paris, organiz-d by the International Agency of Atomic 
Energy in collaboration with the World Health Organization and at the invitation 
of the French Government. The practical organization of the colloquium was 
entrusted to the Metrology Laboratory of Ionizing Radiation (CEA/ORIS). More 
than 200 specialists from 43 countries and 3 international organizations partici- 
pated in the different sessions: 


-- general aspects of dosimetry; 

-- particular physical and biomedical aspect:,; 

-- determination of the dose absorbed; 

- normalizecion and standardization of the dosimetric system; 
development of the dosimetric systems. 


The dosimetry of radiation, the essential object of which is to determine the 
/dose absorbed/ by the irradiated material, intervenes in each application of 
lonizing radiation since the effect produced on the material is closely related 
to the energy deposited by the ionizing particles. The need for a good dosimetry 
system is obviously of particular importance in the area of /human health/, 
whether we are dealing with the prevention and control of risks Linked to the 
nuclear industry, with the use by physicians for diagnostic purposes of radio- 
active substances (nuclear medicine) or with beams of x-rays, not to mention the 
application of photon, electron, or neutron beams in radiotherapy. 


The increasing importance that the public attaches to the safe use of radiation and 
to the refining of the knowledge and facilities utilized in radiotherapy have in 
the past ten years led researchers and engineers to double their efforts to develop 
more reliable, effective, and safe equipment, and to further improve the accuracy 
of dosimetry for all radiation measurements in biology and medicine. 


The 40 or so reports presented and the discucsions that they prompted revealed a 
certain number of dominant themse, among which the following may be noted: 











Reexamination of the dosimetric values 


Since the recent generalization of the International Units system prompted a 
fundamental reexamination of the dosimetric values to be considered when calibrating 
measurement inatrumente, various proposals have been advanced by representatives 

of the National Metrology Laboratories for replacement of the "exposure" value 

(Sl unit = coulomb per kilogram) with a "kerma" or "dose absorbed" value (unit: 
joule per kilogram, whose special name is “gray"), closer to the value conveniently 
used in applied dosimetry, This problem is of great importance in medical dosi- 
metry since refinement of the radiotherapeutic techniques has produced an increased 
need for accuracy in determining the doses absorbed by the different tissues 
irradiated during a treatment. 


— The dosimetric reference standard 


The use of rapid neutron beams (from cyclotrons) in radiobiology and in radio- 
therapy poses ‘ts share of measurement problems both in relation to the theoretical 
as well as the instrumentation aspects, The users in this area are more ill 
equippped than in the more classical area of protons and of electrons since the 
reference standards are almost nonexistent. However a remarkable normalization 
effort is under way in the United States and in Europe, being conducted by work 
groups established by concerned medical physicians. The studies being pursued 

at certain National Laboratories (including the LMRI, primary laboratory of the 
National Sureau of Metrology) should permit within a few years the development of 

a coherent dosimetric reference system adapted to this particularly complex area. 


— International cooperation 


In the realm of international cooperation, efforts are under way directed toward 
the developing countries. The ALEA and the WHO have set up a worldwide system of 
secondary Dosimetry Laboratories, the importance of which has been stressed and 

for which an appeal has been made for an even more active participation on the part 
of the National Laboratories in the industrialized countries.

From the practical standpoint, the absorbed dose thus specified has the following 
principal advantages: 


[tes definition does not fix the reference material and thus leaves its selection 
dependent on the area of application; in biomedical dosimetry, this material would 
obviously be water and the theorem in this case would concern the “normal dose in 
water": 


- [ts close and simple relationship with the exposure would enable the metrology 
Laboratories to develop calibration services in terms of normal dose reconciled in 
an unambiguous manner with the present exposure standards; 


[he calibration of a dosimeter in terms of wermal dose, e.g., in a beam of 
photons with cobalt-60, would make it possible, in the case where we were to pro- 
eed with the calibration in terms of average dose in the cavity, to apply a pro- 
cedure quite similar to that currently based on the calibration as a function of 
exposure.

— a device for the perfectly reproducible positioning of the samples in the beam; 
— a system for controlling the stability of the beams; 


— and a set of precise dosimetric measurements, Furthermore it is necessary to 
use as profitably as possible the time alloted for the tests on the Seturn syn- 

chrotron, It is therefore necessary to process the measurements immediately by 

an in-line computer, 


Two types of setup are used: 


— a remote-control unit making it possible to vary the thickness of the water 
crossed by the particles; 


— a cell with remote-control phantom explorer of the type used in radiotherapy. 
The control of the beam is assured: 


-- On the one hand by a wire chamber containing 48 horizontal wires, which gives 
a permanent display of the horizontal and vertical profiles of the beams; 


— On the other hand, by a structure consisting of a transmission chamber through 
which the entire beam passes and two rod type chambers placed on two orthogonal 
axes in one piece with the chamber. 


The dose as far as the biological sample or the animal is concerned is determined 
by means of a measurement chamber with parallel faces of tissue-equivalent plastic, 
a transmission chamber serving as a principal monitor, and a rod type chamber 
placed next to the sample functioning as a secondary monitor. 


The cartography of the beam is established by means of a plane mosaic chamber with 
parallel faces of tissue-equivalent plastic, comprising 61 volumes of elementary 
measurements. 


The calculation programs currently available permit us: 


— To obtain directly from the raw readings the doses in rads standardized in 
relation to the principal monitor chamber in a sequential meanner for each shift; 


— To represent these results in the form of tables or directly by plotting the 
Bragg peaks; 


-- To immediately calculate the dose absorbed at the level of the biological sample 
from the readings of the secondary monitor chamber. 


This procedure is necessary since the beam of the Saturn synchr: m is a pulsed 
beam, with the pulse varying in intensity, and the dose absorbec annot be exactly 
equal to the dose predetermined. 


Examples of Bragg peaks and cartography measurements of the beam have been given 
for helions of 487, 554, 654 MeV. 








Generalization of the Theory of the Cavity to the Case of Neutrons, Application 
to Caiculation of the Response of a Dosimeter, 


Reported presented by the Metrology Laboratory of lonizing Radiation of the Nuclear 
Research Center of Saclay. 


When using a heterogeneous dosimeter--i.e., in which the wall and the detector 
medium are not identical in composition--it is only possible to connect in general 
fashion the information co piled and the absorbed dose sought if we have a theory 
of the measurement. In the case of photons, a theory of the cavity has been 
progressively developed (Bragg, Gray, Burlin) and at the present time provides a 
model permitting interpretation of the measurements of doses due to photons, As 
far as the neutrons are concerned, only a few particular cases have been treated 
ind, to the knowledge of the authors, no general theory similar to that of Burlin 
has been proposed. However it is possible to generalize the theory of the cavity 
starting with the analysis of Burlin and taking into account the variety of 
charged secondary particles set in motion by the neutrons, particularly when the 
dimensions of the cavity are either of the same order or large as compared to the 
paths traveled by the charged secondary particles. 


In the report presented an analytical expression of the absorbed dose sought has 
been proposed as a function of the information compiled. This relationship reveals 
the two components, the one relative to the directly ionizing particles generated 
in the wall of the dosimeter and the other relative to those generated in the 
detector medium. It is also taken into account the variation in the radio- 
metrological “constant” intervening in the detector medium, with the nature and 

the energy of these secondary particles. Burlin's theory thus constitutes a par- 
ticular case of this general theory. 


The general relationship established enables us to express the response of a 
dosimeter as a function cf the various parameters related to the characteristics 
of the dosimeter and to the primary and secondary particles under consideration.
